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FOREWORD 


This book, volume two of Jeremiah, is the tenth of the Judaica series of 
the Prophets, the third of the Latter Prophets. For convenience, we have 
divided the Book of Jeremiah into two volumes, since it would be very 
awkward in one. As in the preceding volumes, we have translated the text 
into a modern language, except in instances in which accuracy would suffer. 
In such cases, we have rendered the text literally. As in our previous 
volumes, our translation is based mainly on Rashi’s commentary, which is 
of primary interest. As the reader will notice, the difference between Rashi 
and other commentaries is much more pronounced in the Latter Prophets 
than in the Early Prophets. This is because the works of the Early Prophets 
are predominantly historical and consequently, prosaic. The Latter Proph¬ 
ets, however, are mostly prophetic and consequently, poetic, leaving much 
leeway for various interpretations. Although we have sometimes encoun¬ 
tered difficulty in rendering the text according to Rashi’s interpretation, we 
have seldom deviated from this pattern. In addition to basing our transla¬ 
tion on Rashi, we have presented Rashi verbatim. 

After Rashi, we drew from Redak, Rabbi Joseph Kara, and Mezudolh, 
whose commentaries all appear in Nach Lublin. Among other early com¬ 
mentaries, we have consulted Rabbi Isaiah da Trani, Abarbanel, and Rabbi 
Joseph Ibn Nachmiash, an unusual gem, found only on Jeremiah, Proverbs, 
and Esther. Since a large part of this commentary is based on Redak. we 
have compared our edition of Redak to that quoted by Ibn Nachmiash to 
determine the correct reading. 

Although Mezudath David is usually based on Abarbanel, we have 
quoted many explanations in the name of Mezudath David since it is printed 
in Nach Lublin and is readily accessible to the reader. In addition to the 
explanations based on Abarbanel, many original ones are found in Mezu¬ 
dath David, making it indispensable to the student of Nach. It is known that 
Rabbi Elijah of Vilna encouraged the study of Nach with Rashi and 
Mezudoth. 

Of the modern commentaries, we have quoted often from Malbim and 
Alschich, which bring unusual clarity to the text. We have not neglected 
contemporary authors and have quoted from Daath Soferim by Rabbi 
Chaim D. Rabinowitz, a famed Bible scholar and educator. We have also 
used Daath Mikra, composed and published by Mosad HaRav Kook, 
where we find many recent discoveries that shed light on the meaning of the 
text.

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Last, but of major importance, we have quoted frequently from Talmu¬ 
dic and Midrashic literature. We have attempted to trace each passage to its 
original source, not being satisfied with secondary sources, such as Rashi, 
Redak, and Yalkut Shimoni. In some instances, however, the original mid- 
rashim are no longer extant, except for fragments quoted by medieval 
authors who were in possession of these prized gems.

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PREFACE 


I. Authorship 

The Talmud (Baba Bathra 15a) ascribes the recording of Jeremiah’s 
prophecies to the prophet himself. Rashi (ad loc.) explains that the prophets 
did not write their prophecies until shortly before their death. This, perhaps, 
accounts for the more detailed information of Zedekiah’s fate in Jeremiah 
than appears in II Kings, which was probably written earlier, and, as the 
Talmud stales, by the same author. 

Although the moderns understand Chapter 36:2 to mean that Jeremiah 
instructed Baruch to write his prophecies, the Rabbis explain this verse as a 
reference to the Book of Lamentations. The Book of Jeremiah, however, 
was composed by the prophet himself. Abarbanel (ad loc.) explains that 
Jeremiah was written through the spirit of prophecy, which assisted the 
prophet to commit his words to writing. Lamentations, however, was writ¬ 
ten through ruach hakkodesh. Divine inspiration, a step lower than proph¬ 
ecy. This required much seclusion and exertion, preventing him from com¬ 
mitting his own words to writing. 

In the transmission of the Oral Law Jeremiah followed Zephaniah and 
his tribunal (Introduction to Mishneh Torah), making him the twentieth 
recipient from Sinai and the sixteenth of the prophets. According to 
Abarbanel, he received from Joel and his tribunal, making him the twenty- 
fifth recipient from Sinai and the eleventh of the prophets (Seder Hadoroth). 
Although a disciple of Zephaniah, he prophesied during the same period, as 
the Rabbis slate (Pesikta Rabbathi ch. 26): Three prophets prophesied in 
that generation: Jeremiah, Zephaniah, and Huldah. Jeremiah prophesied in 
the streets, Zephaniah in the synagogues, and Huldah to the women. As the 
second verse states, Jeremiah prophesied from the thirteenth year of Josiah 
until the exile of Jerusalem at the end of the eleventh year of Zedekiah's 
reign, a total of forty years. 


II. Position 

According to the Talmud (Baba Bathra 14b), the order of the Latter 
Prophets is as follows: Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Isaiah, and the Twelve. Although 
chronologically Isaiah preceded Jeremiah and Ezekiel, the Book of Jeremiah 
is the first of the Latter Prophets, following Kings, since Kings ends with 
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destruction and Jeremiah deals completely (i.e. mainly) with destruction. 
Ezekiel begins with destruction and ends with consolation, and Isaiah deals 
entirely (i.e. mainly) with consolations, we juxtapose destruction to destruc¬ 
tion and consolation to consolation. Concerning the Twelve, i.e. the Minor 
Prophets, although Hosea was the first of that perioid, preceding Isaiah, 
since his prophecy is brief, it was incorporated into one Book, ending with 
Haggai, Zechariah, and Malachi, who were the last prophets. Upon close 
scrutiny of the numbers of the remazim of Yalkut Shimoni, it becomes 
apparent that he, too, followed the Talmudic order. 

The popular order, however, places Isaiah as the first Book of the Latter 
Prophets, followed by Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and the Twelve. Redak testifies 
that ‘in all the good books that we have seen, that were written in Spain 
since many years, they are arranged according to their period, Isaiah before 
Jeremiah, as his period preceded his, and similarly, Jeremiah before Ezekiel. 
And in the Twelve, which follows, they followed the order of the Rabbis 
o.b.m. although some of them preceded Jeremiah and Ezekiel. Since their 
prophecies were short, they did not write each one in a separate book lest 
they be lost, as our Rabbis said. . 


III. Piety of the People 

Superficial reading of the Book of Jeremiah, as well as other prophetic 
Books, may give the impression that the Jews who lived in Jeremiah’s time 
were a nation of evildoers, oppressors of the poor, even murderers, a nation 
akin to Sodom and Gemorrah. If we delve deeper into the Scriptures, 
however, we find that this is indeed far from the truth. We must remember 
that Jeremiah commenced his prophetic career in the thirteenth year of 
Josiah’s reign. In the eighteenth year, Hilkiah the priest found Moses’ 
Sepher Torah in the Temple. After this, there was a general revival, as the 
Bible tells us in II Kings. 22, 23. Josiah relied on this revival among the 
people to defy Pharaoh-neco, when he attempted to cross his land to attack 
Assyria. He was unaware that many of the people still worshipped idols 
clandestinely, even hiding these idols from the inspectors sent to eradicate 
idolatry from the land. They had inherited this practice from the lime of 
Manasseh and Amon, and they could not emancipate themselves from it. 

The Talmud states that during the reign of Jehoiakim, although the king 
was wicked, the people were righteous, whereas, during the reign of Zede- 
kiah, the righteous king, the people were wicked. The Rabbis go so far as to 
stale (Sanhedrin 103a): The Holy One, blessed be He, wished to return the 
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entire world to its original void because of Jehoiakim. He looked at his 
generation and was satisfied. The Holy One, blessed be He, wished to return 
the entire world to its original void because of the generation of Zedekiah. 
He looked at Zedekiah and was satisfied. Although Scripture of Zedekiah: 
‘And he did what was evil in the eyes of the Lord’ (II Kings 24:19), since he 
had the power to protest and did not do so, it is regarded as though he had 
committed all these sins. Cf. Commentary Digest on II Kings. 

It is apparent from Chapter 26, that in Jehoiakim’s time, Jeremiah had 
many supporters and protectors, whereas in Zedekiah’s time, he was impri¬ 
soned and cast into a pit where he would have died, were it not for the 
intervention of Zedekiah and Ebed-melech Hakushi, who rescued him (37, 
38). Also, we find that in the time of Jehoiakim, a fast was declared in the 
fifth year of his reign, probably because of the threat of Babylon. Obviously, 
one who does not believe in God does not fast and pray to Him for salva¬ 
tion. 

It appears that the people were confident that the presence of the Temple 
would save them from attack and destruction. Moreover, the false prophets, 
perhaps people misled by dreams, wished to bolster the morale of the people 
by assuring them that there would be peace. Jeremiah castigates them very 
severely for misleading the people in this manner. He demands that people 
recognize the difference between a dream and a prophecy. No doubt, it was 
very perplexing to the people to discern between the prophets predicting 
peace, and Jeremiah, predicting war and destruction. Later on, when he 
preached surrender to Babylon, he doubtlessly appeared as a traitor to his 
country, for which reason he was relentlessly pursued by the officers of the 
king. Even King Zedekiah had not the courage to surrender to Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar, but attempted to escape. 


IV. Historic Background 

As mentioned above, Jeremiah’s prophetic career commenced during the 
thirteenth year of Josiah’s reign. During this period, many prophets 
prophesied the capture of Jerusalem, as is mentioned in many places in this 
book, as well as the prophecy of Huldah, mentioned in II Kings 22:15—20. 
To avert this calamity, Josiah conducted a campaign to uproot idolatry 
from the land. Unfortunately, he was uanble to do so because of the provo¬ 
cations of Manasseh (II Kings 23:26f). As mentioned above, many of the 
people still followed the practices of Manasseh, who, although having 
repented his own sins, had left an impression on the people. At this time, 
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Jeremiah commenced to prophesy and to preach to the people to cease their 
sinful activities. Even the righteous were blamed for not protesting the acts 
of the wicked. Seeking to prevent Pharaoh-Neco from entering his land to 
attack Assyria, he was slain in battle. After his death, his son Jehoahaz was 
crowned king. He reigned only three months, when he was removed by 
Pharaoh-Neco and imprisoned, first in Riblah and later in Egypt, where he 
died. 

After his death, Jehoiakim his brother was crowned by Pharaoh-Neco. 
At this time, Nebuchadnezzar commenced his conquests. Judah was 
attacked by troops of Chaldeans, Arameans, Moabites, and Ammonites. 
Jehoiakim was a wicked king as in II Kings 24 and in II Chronicles 36:8. 
Many of Jeremiah’s prophecies are directed against him. He is warned that 
he will be buried ‘the burial of a donkey,’ that he would be ‘dragged and 
thrown past the gates of Jerusalem.’ This was fulfilled when the Chaldeans 
dragged him with copper chains to take him to Babylon and he died. He was 
never buried, just as the prophet had predicted. In addition to the sins he 
committed, as expounded on in Commentary Digest, II Kings 24:5, Jere¬ 
miah takes him to task for exploiting the people by making them work for 
him to build his elaborate palaces and houses (22:13f.). 

During Jehoiakim’s reign, Jeremiah suffered considerably. See 26:7—24, 
36:26. 

After Jehoiakim’s death, his son Jehoiachin, or Jeconiah, reigned. His 
reign was very brief, only three months. In his days, the second exile took 
place. At this time, most of the important people, including the harash and 
tnasger, the great Torah sages, were exiled. They preserved Judaism among 
the exiles. As the prophet expresses himself in Chapter 24, the exile of 
Jeconiah is compared to good figs, whereas the exile of Zedekiah is referred 
to as bad figs. At this time, many of the vessels of the Temple were taken to 
Babylonia. 

Nebuchadnezzar crowned Zedekiah as king instead of Jeconiah, who 
was exiled to Babylon. Although Jeconiah is labeled an evil king, he repent¬ 
ed in Babylon and was taken out of prison to be honored by Evil- 
Merodach, Nebuchadnezzar’s successor. See the end of the Book for details, 
also the end of II Kings. Zedekiah, as mentioned above, was a righteous 
king. He was a weak king, however. He did not have the courage to castigate 
his generation for their evil deeds, nor did he have the courage to surrender 
to the Chaldeans, as the prophet had commanded him. In his reign, too, 
Jeremiah suffered considerably. For his unfavorable prophecies and for his 
orders to surrender to Babylon, he was branded a traitor to his people. He 
was branded a false prophet by Hananiah son of Azzur, who predicted the 



return of the holy vessels, as well as the return of the exiles from Babylon. 
He was imprisoned by Zedekiah when the Chaldeans besieged Jerusalem 
(32:3, 33:1). When the Chaldeans withdrew from the city because of the 
approaching Egyptians, Jeremiah attempted to go to Anathoth in the land 
of Benjamin, his home town. He was apprehended by officers of the king, 
who accused him of defecting to the Chaldeans. He was imprisoned in a 
dungeon where he almost died of starvation. The king removed him from 
the dungeon to the prison yard where he was given a daily allotment of a 
loaf of bread. He was later cast into a pit, where he sank into the mire, to be 
rescued by Ebed-melech Hakushi (Chapter 38). 

Jeremiah remained in the land when Nebuchadnezzar exiled the Jews 
remaining from the exile of Jeconiah. Only the poorest of the people were 
left, and Jeremiah remained with them, after originally having planned to 
accompany his brethren to Babylon in chains. He was released from the 
chains by Nebuzaradan, chief of the guard, and permitted to choose for 
himself whether or not to go into exile. By Divine instruction, he remained 
in Mizpah with Gedaliah son of Ahikam, the governor appointed by Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar. When Gedaliah was assassinated, he gave over God’s message 
to the people that they were to remain in their place and no evil would befall 
them. Instead, they fled to Egypt. He accompanied them to Egypt where he 
died. Scripture is silent concerning his death. We find, however, in Shalshe - 
leih Hakabbalah that when the Jews went to Egypt against his will, he casti¬ 
gated them and they stoned him, subsequently burying him in Egypt. Since 
the Egyptians had been plagued by locusts and had beseeched Jeremiah to 
pray for them, thereby saving them from the locusts, they defied him after 
his death and offered up sacrifices to him. According to Seder Hadoroth, 
quoting Seder Olam, Nebuchadnezzar took him and Baruch to Babylon, 
where they died. 

In addition to Jeremiah’s suffering at the hands of the kings and their 
officers, he suffered at the hands of his townsmen, the men of Anathoth. 
These threatened him with death should he prophesy in the name of God 
(11:22). A worse death was predicted for them than for the rest of Israel that 
would be attacked by Babylon. They were denied a remnant. However, 
some of them repented and were exiled to Babylon whence they returned. 


V. The Last Days of Jeremiah 

After Jeremiah was coerced to descend to Egypt with the Judeans who 
fled there in defiance of God’s warning to remain in the Holy Land, we read 
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only of his prophecies predicting Nebuchadnezzar’s conquest of Egypt. See 
chs. 44 and 46. What happened to him there is not recorded. Shal-sheleth 
Kabbalah, quoted by Seder Hadoroth, asserts that when Jeremiah castigated 
the Jews in Egypt, they rose up against him and stoned him. He was subse¬ 
quently buried in Egypt. Since the Egyptians had been afflicted with a locust 
plague, and when they begged Jeremiah to pray for them, the plague ceased, 
they deified him after his death and offered up sacrifices to him. 

Seder Olam (ch. 26), however, relates that, when Nebuchadnezzar van¬ 
quished Egypt in the twenty-seventh year of his reign, he exiled Jeremiah 
and Baruch to Babylon. Indeed, Abraham Zacutta, in Sefer Hayochasin, 
writes that Baruch the son of Neriah received the Torah from Jeremiah in 
Babylon. This follows the account of Seder Olam, since, according to 
Shalsheleth Kabbalah, Jeremiah never went to Babylon, but died in Egypt. 

Seder Hadoroth relates that, during Jeremiah’s sojourn in Egypt, he met 
the Greek philosopher, Plato. The latter stated concerning Jeremiah, ‘T was 
with Jeremiah in Egypt, and at first, I ridiculed his words. Later, however, I 
was convinced that his words were divinely inspired, and that he was a wise 
man and a prophet.” 


VI. Baruch the Son of Neriah 

Baruch the son of Neriah, the disciple and secretary of Jeremiah the 
prophet, appears in several places in our Book, but nowhere else in the 
Bible. We first meet him in ch. 32:12, where Jeremiah gives him the deed of 
Hanamefs field, which he had just purchased, to conceal in an earthen ves¬ 
sel to preserve it, as a sign that Israel would return to the land. 

Later in the Book, in ch. 36, which was actually earlier chronologically, 
Baruch appears as Jeremiah’s secretary. During the reign of Jehoiakim, 
Jeremiah dictates the Book of Lamentations to Baruch. He is to read it 
before the populace in the Temple on a fast day when a large assembly is 
gathered. As Scripture relates, Baruch complies with his master's command. 
It is reported to Jehoiakim, who orders the scroll torn and burned. He then 
sends for Jeremiah and Baruch, whom God conceals by making them invisi¬ 
ble, as is explained in the commentary. 

So far, we do not find Baruch as a prophet. He is merely the scribe dele¬ 
gated to record Jeremiah’s words. In fact, at that very time, in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim, Baruch complains that although he is Jeremiah's faithful 
disciple, God has not endowed him with prophecy. God replies to Jeremiah, 
“So shall you say to him: So said the Lord: Behold what I have built I will 
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tear down, and, and what I planted I will uproot, and it is all the land. And 
you seek great things for yourself? Do not seek, for behold I am bringing 
evil upon all flesh, says the Lord, and I will give you your soul as prey in all 
the places where you will go” (verse 4f.). 

Rashi, quoting Mechilta, explains that God replies that He reveals Him¬ 
self to the prophets only in the merit of Israel. Since, at this time, the land is 
to be invaded and the people exiled, it is not a time to attain prophecy. 

Abarbanel, in fact, conjectures that this chapter was inserted at this 
point to vindicate Baruch from the people’s accusation (43:3) that he was 
persuading Jeremiah to order them to remain in the land despite the danger 
of Nebuchadnezzar’s wrath. They believe that Baruch, in his efforts to attain 
prophecy, is willing to risk the lives of the people as long as he will be able to 
remain in the Holy Land in the hope of attaining prophecy. For this reason. 
Scripture inserts God’s reply to Baruch’s supplication at this point, to tell us 
that Baruch has already despaired of becoming a prophet, and that their 
accusation is totally unfounded. 

We do, however, find several Rabbinic statements, classifying Baruch as 
a prophet. The Talmud (Megillah 14b, 15a) lists, not only Baruch, but 
Neriah his father as well, among Israel’s forty-eight prophets. Baruch is 
represented as having prophesied during the second year of Darius II. Rashi 
explains that he prophesied to the people to encourage them to return to the 
land and to rebuild the Temple. After the construction had commenced dur¬ 
ing Cyrus' reign, it had been curtailed for eighten years because of the accu¬ 
sation of the Samaritans. Since Baruch commenced to serve Jeremiah in the 
fourth year of Jehoiakim or earlier, he must have lived over one hundred 
years. Seder Olam, ch. 20, however, states that he prophesied at the lime of 
Nebuchadnezzar. Several other midrashim list Baruch as a prophet, also 
Yerushalmi Sotah 9:13. The most plausible solution to this contradiction is 
that of Maharzav (Rabbi Zev Wolf) on Num. Rabbah 10:5, who explains that 
Baruch later attained prophecy despite the objection stated in ch. 45. Just as 
Seraiah his brother attained prophecy, as is evidenced by his appellation, 
nnup, explained by the Midrash as “prince of prophecy,” so did Baruch. It 
is, however, not completely clear why God dissuaded him from striving for 
prophecy if it was in store for him later. 

Scripture tell us that Johanan the son of Kareah and the generals of the 
armies took Jeremiah and Baruch with them to Egypt (43:6). When Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar conquered Egypt, Baruch was exiled to Babylon ( Seder Olam, 
ch. 26). In Babylon, he prophesied and sent letters to the Jews who had 
returned to Jerusalem. He died and was buried in Babylon. After his demise, 
Ezra his disciple migrated to the Holy Land. As long as Baruch was living, 
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Ezra stayed with him to learn Torah from him. Only after his death did Ezra 
leave him to lead the people in Jerusalem. — [Megillah 16b, Rashi ad loc.] 
According to Sifre, Numbers 12:1, Ebed-melech the Cushite, the servant 
of King Zedekiah who saved Jeremiah from the pit (38:7-13) was, in reality, 
Baruch the son of Neriah. He was called a Cushite because his deeds were 
unusual; he was more righteous than his generation, or, according to our 
editions, more righteous than the other courtiers. Just as a Cushite is un¬ 
usual regarding the color of his skin, so was Baruch unusual in his good 
deeds. We find in Derech Eretz Zuta, ch. 1 that Ebed-melech the Cushite is 
listed among the nine who entered Paradise while still living. Seder Hado- 
roth, however, relates legends concerning the grave of Baruch the son of 
Neriah and states that it is located exactly a techum shabbath, the distance 
one may traverse on the Sabbath, from the grave of the prophet Ezekiel. 


VII. Chronology 

Josiah — ruled thirty-one years (3285-3316) — killed by Pharaoh-Neco in 
war. Jeremiah commenced to prophesy (3298). 

Jehoahaz his son — reigned three months (3316) — deposed by Pharaoh- 
Neco, who replaced him with his brother Eliakim, whose name he 
changed to Jehoiakim. 

Jehoiakim son of Josiah — reigned eleven years (3317-3327) — bound by 
king of Babylonia to take to Babylon — died on the way. 

Nebuchadnezzar (Nebuchadrezzar) — ascended throne of Babylon (3319) — 
conquered Jehoiakim (3320). 

Jehoiachin his son — reigned three months (3327) — exiled to Babylon with 
princes of Judah — succeeded by his uncle Mataniah, whose name was 
changed to Zedekiah. 

Zedekiah, son of Josiah — ruled eleven years (3327—3338) — chained and 
blinded by Babylonian king — taken to Babylon — Nebuzaradan, 
officer of king of Babylon burned Temple, palace, and all houses in 
Jerusalem, demolished walls of Jerusalem, exiled the entire populace 
with all the Temple vessels, left Jerusalem desolate until the first year of 
Cyrus king of Persia. 

Gedaliah son of Ahikam — appointed governor over Judea (3338) — assas¬ 
sinated (3339). 

Nebuchadnezzar conquered Egypt (3346).

This chapter below preceded the

at the beginning of Jehoiakim’s 
reign. We, therefore, deduce that the 
chapters are not written in chrono¬ 
logical order. The prophet tells us 
now what God conveyed to him in 
the beginning of Jehoiakim’s 
reign— [Abarbanel]. During Josiah’s 
reign, there were many righteous 
people. Undoubtedly, a large num¬ 
ber of them was still existing. Addi¬ 
tionally, the populace in general 
observed the commandments of the 
Torah out of fear of the king. Now, 
there arose a harsh king, whose 
regime represented a “new world.” 
Hence the expression “In the begin¬ 


ning of the reign of Jehoiakim.”— 
[Daath Soferim]

10. And the princes of Judah 
heard —that the false prophets and 
the priests had seized Jeremiah .—

but did not enter. They stayed at the 
gate.— [A barbanel] Daath Soferim 
conjectures that they were the judges 
whose duty it was to judge Jeremiah. 
Although this appears to be the view 
of earlier exegetes as well, it is diffi¬ 
cult to reconcile this assertion with 
Talmudic law.

the Lord —Others annotated: When 
Jehoiachin went in exile and some of 
the vessels of the house of our God 
went with him, Nebuchadnezzar’s 
army breached the eastern gate, and 
Zedekiah subsequently repaired it 
and renewed it. It is therefore called 
‘new.’ — [Rashi] [This appears to be 
an error, since this prophecy was 
proclaimed in the beginning of the 
reign of Jehoiakim, who preceded 
both Jehoiachin and Zedekiah. 
However, the intention may be that 
they sat in the gate which was later 
renewed by Zedekiah.] Mezudath 
David identifies this gate with the 
“upper gate of the house of the 
Lord” built by Jotham (II Kings 
15:35). According to Redak (ad 
loc.), Jotham enhanced the building 
of the gate between the Temple and 
the royal palace. The gate itself had 
been built by King Solomon. Alter¬ 
natively, he rebuilt the gate after it 
had collapsed. [Since the princes 
were in the king’s palace from where 
they came to the Temple court, it 
follows that they should go through 
the gate between the two edifices.] 
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“This man is not liable to the death 
sentence”—I.c. we cannot put him 
to death for violating Mosaic law.— 
[Malbim]

mend your ways —Malbim ex¬ 
plains that, although the people 
joined the priests and the prophets 
in their desire to put Jeremiah to 
death, in reality, there were two fac¬ 
tions. The priests and the prophets 
claimed that Jeremiah was a false 
prophet—they had always prophe¬ 
sied the opposite—and was there¬ 
fore deservant of the death penalty. 
The people, on the other hand, 
believed that Jeremiah was truly a 
prophet of God, but, as mentioned 
above, wished to rid themselves of a 
nuisance. Jeremiah now addresses 
both factions. He addresses the 
princes who wish to try him at the 
request of the priests and the 
prophets, and to the people who 
wish to kill him to rid themselves of 
his prophecies. To the former he 
says, “The Lord sent me to pro¬ 
phesy concerning this house, etc.” 


Therefore, I am not a false prophet. 
To the people, he says, “And now, 
mend your ways . . . and the Lord 
will renounce the evil, etc.” Do not 
consider me a nuisance. I have come 
to help you, to save you from exile 
and destruction, for if you mend 
your ways and your deeds ... the 
Lord will renounce the evil He has 
spoken concerning you. 

15. But you should know—That by 
putting me to death, you will not rid 
yourselves of a nuisance, but you 
will bring more of God’s wrath upon 
yourselves by shedding innocent 
blood.— [Malbim] 

God sent me concerning you—This 
he addressed to the princes. I am 
indeed a prophet of God, not a false

This prophecy is recorded in 
Micah 3:12.— [Redak] They brought 
proof to spare Jeremiah from 
death .—[Mezudath David]' When 
they saw that the princes sided with 
Jeremiah against the priests and the 
prophets, they mustered up courage 
to speak up on his behalf and cite 
precedents.— [Abarbanel] Malbim, 
following his explanation of the 
entire episode, explains that the 
elders cited a precedent that the 
prophet of evil was not put to death 
by Hezekiah to rid himself of a 
nuisance. On the contrary, he 
prayed to God, and God renounced 
the evil in store for them. 

18. Micah the Morashtite—Who 
was from Maresha .—[Rashi from 
Targum Jonathan ] Modern scholars 
believe that he was from Moresheth. 
Both cities are mentioned in Micah 


1:14f. They are Judean cities near 
the border of the Philistines. Others 
believe that Maresha and More¬ 
sheth are the same city. The prophet 
distinguishes between Maresha and 
Moresheth-Gath, 
was prophesying—over an ex¬ 
tended period of time.

For this prophecy?— [Mezudath 
David] Indeed, they did not put him 
to death, but they repented and 
entreated God to renounce the evil 
He had decreed against them. 
Thereby the evil decree was averted, 
and no harm came from his pro¬ 
phecy.—[ Malbim] 
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ed by the tribunal, as above.— 
[Malbim] Mezudath David explains 
that Jehoiakim treated Uriah with 
contempt. He threw his body into 
the burial place of the common 
people rather than inter him in the 
graves of the prophets. Daath Mikra 
explains that the poor people who 


could not afford sepulchral cham¬ 
bers hewn out of stone in caves, as 
was then the custom, buried their 
dead in the ground in a section 
known as “the graves of the com¬ 
mon people.” 

Abarbanel explains that this entire 
passage was recited by the same man 
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20. Also a man was prophesying in the name of the Lord, 
Uriah the son of Shemaiah of Kiriath-jearim, and he prophe¬ 
sied concerning this city and concerning this land, like all the 
words of Jeremiah. 21. And King Jehoiakim and all his mighty 
warriors and all the princes heard his words, and the king 
sought to put him to death, and Uriah heard and he was afraid, 
and he fled and came to Egypt. 22. And King Jehoiakim sent 
men to Egypt, Elnathan son of Achbor and men with him to 
Egypt. 23. And they took Uriah out of Egypt and brought him

20. Also a man was prophesying— 

The one who said this did not say this. 
I.e. those who related the incident 
of Micah did not relate the incident 
concerning Uriah. Up to here are the 
words of the righteous. Now the 
wicked who were there arose and 
said, "Also a man was prophesying, 
etc." Just as Uriah was killed, so 
shall Jeremiah be killed. In this way it 
is explained in Sifre (Num. 
11:7).— [Rashi] 

What proof are you bringing with 
your testimony that Hezekiah did 
not kill Micah when he prophesied 
evil? Jehoiakim is just as much a 
king as he, and this year he killed 
Uriah for prophesying evil like 
Jeremiah. Let’s kill Jeremiah too.— 
[Redak] Abarbanel quotes commen¬ 
tators who lake this for the rebuttal 
of the priests and the prophets. They 
testified that Uriah had prophesied 
the destruction of Jerusalem, and he 
was executed by Jehoiakim although 
he had not mentioned the destruc¬ 
tion of the Temple, a catastrophe of 


greater consequence. Kara explains 
verses 20-23 as a parenthesis. Scrip¬ 
ture relates that shortly before that 
incident, a similar incident had 
transpired, viz. that of Uriah, who 
prophesied a prophecy similar to 
that of Jeremiah, and was executed 
by Jehoiakim. Malbim, too, explains 
this passage as the words of the 
author of the Book, inserted to 
account for the failure of the elders’ 
words to influence the populace. 

22. And King Jehoiakim sent—He 
did not kill him hastily, but had 
ample time to ponder over the 
matter until his agents could go to 
Egypt and return.— [Malbim] 

23. and he struck him with the 
sword—He was obviously not con¬ 
victed by the tribunal, since the 
penalty for false prophecy is stran¬ 
gulation, not death by the sword.— 
[Malbim]

who recited the incident of Micah. 
He explains that, although God’s 
command to Jeremiah to proclaim 
this prophecy in the Temple Court 
came to Jeremiah at the beginning of 
Jehoiakim’s reign, he did not 
announce it until Zedekiah’s (cf. 
verse 1). Here the elders cite the fate 
of Micah who prophesied during 
Hezekiah’s reign and the fate of 
Uriah who prophesied during 
Jehoiakim’s reign. Consequently, 
Hezekiah, who spared Micah, and, 
on the contrary, heeded his pro¬ 
phecy, died in peace and was buried 
with pomp and ceremony. In con¬ 
trast, Jehoiakim, who put Uriah to 
death, died in a wretched state and 
never was buried. See Commentary 
Digest, 11 Kings 24:6. 

24. But—Jeremiah would have 
been killed by the mob, but for the 
effort of Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, who rescued him from 
their hands. Otherwise, they would

king of Edom —In the days of 
Zedekiah in the fourth year of his 
reign, when Nebuchadnezzar made 
him ruler over five kings, the king of 
Edom, the king of Moab, the king of 
the children of Ammon, etc. These 
five kings Nebuchadnezzar placed 
under the authority of Zedekiah. 
Fifteen years they (the bars and 
thongs) were on his neck, from the 
first year of Jehoiakim until the 
fourth year of Zedekiah, when 
Hananiah son of A zzur broke them 
off him. — [Rashi] This fact, that 
Zedekiah was appointed over the 
five kings, is quoted by Redak and 
Abarbanel as originating from the 
Rabbis. It is found in Lamentations 
Rabbah 2:10. Abarbanel suggests 
that they were not under his authori¬ 
ty, but came to Zedekiah to plot a 
rebellion againt Nebuchadnezzar. 

I bn Nachmiash combines the two, 
that they were under the authority of 
Zedekiah and were plotting a rebel¬ 
lion with him. Malbim explains that 


when Nebuchadnezzar became king 
in the fourth year of Jehoiakim, he 
appointed Zedekiah as viceroy of 
Judah. Thereby, it is possible that 
the kings sent ambassadors to Zede¬ 
kiah during the reign of Jehoiakim. 
Since Zedekiah was in charge of 
royal affairs, he was called “the king 
of Judah.” As mentioned above, the 
five kings wished to unite with him 
in their rebellion against Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar. For this reason, they sent 
ambassadors to Zedekiah. God, 
therefore, commanded Jeremiah to 
warn them not to execute their 
plans. Rabbi Joseph Kara quotes a 
Rabbinical account that, when 
Nebuchadnezzar placed Zedekiah 
on the throne, he gave him charge 
over these five kings, that they 
should be subordinate to him. It 
displeased them that Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar had given a Jew authority over 
them, and they attempted to rebel 
against the king of Babylon. Said the 
Holy One, blessed be He, to Jere- 
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etc.— Malbim questions the simple 
explanation of this verse, which 
appears to indicate that all the 
nations of the world at that time 
subordinated themselves to Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar. In history, we find that 
there were kingdoms that remained 
independent. He, therefore, con¬ 
cludes that every small kingdom, 
either had to subordinate itself to 
Nebuchadnezzar or to another large 


kingdom which could protect it 
from Babylonian conquest. Conse¬ 
quently, Malbim explains the verse 
as follows: And it shall come to pass 
that the nation or the kingdom that 
will not serve him, Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, and (will not 
serve the nation) who will not place 
his neck into the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, with the sword . . . will I 
visit upon that nation.

21. For so said—Since the con- 
tinutiy was broken by verse 20, this 
is repeated, as in many instances in 
Scripture.— [Abarbanel, Mezudath 
David] Malbim, however, differen¬ 
tiates between this quotation and 
the quotation in verse 19. The pre¬ 
vious verse refers to the vessels as 
well as the fixtures. All these were to 
be taken to Babylon, but not all 
were returned. Verse 21 refers to the 
vessels, which were to be taken to 
Babylon and returned during the 
reign of Cyrus. The pillars, the sea, 
and the bases and the copper vessels, 
however, were not returned. Hence 
the different titles used for the 
Deity.

Redak, in accordance with Seder 
Olam, ch. 25, explains that when 
Zedekiah returned to Jerusalem 
after greeting Nebuchadnezzar, it 
was as though he had just com¬ 
menced to reign. Redak, himself, as 
well as Mezudath David, suggests 
that it was in the first year of his 
reign, in the fourth year of the 
shemittah cycle. When Zedekiah 
completed four years of his reign, it 
was after the Sabbatical year. This 
coincides with the Rabbinic tradi¬ 
tion that the Temple was destroyed 
after the Sabbatical year, the 
eleventh year of Zedekiah’s reign. 
He suggests that this chronology is 
stated here to intimate that the 
Temple was destroyed after the Sab¬ 
batical year because the Jews had 
not observed it, and it was destroyed 
in the fifth month, the month of Ab. 
Abarbanel separates the second half 
of the verse from the first. He 
explains: And it came to pass in that 


year, in the beginning of the reign of 
Zedekiah. . . This refers to the 
chapter above. Then the verse con¬ 
tinues: In the fourth year in the fifth 
month, Hananiah the son of Azzur 
... said to me, etc. Rabbi Joseph 
Kara explains the verse in a like 
manner, that Jeremiah sent the 
thongs and the bars to the kings in 
the first year of Zedekiah’s reign, 
and in the fourth year of his reign, 
Hananiah came to him. 

said to me —Our Sages state: Who 
misled Hananiah? He heard Jeremiah 
prophesying in the upper street, 
"Behold / am breaking the bow of 
Elam (49:35).” And this prophecy 
was said in the beginning of the reign 
of Zedekiah, as is explained there, 
and since Elam is adjacent to Baby¬ 
lon, he stood in the lower street, and 
expounded. And he derived a major 
case from a minor one. If Elam, who 
came only to aid the Chaldeans, the 
Holy One, blessed be He, said, 
“Behold I am breaking the bow of 
Elam,” how much more is this so 
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nah Commentary. Abarbanel, 
however, disagrees, as above 18:7. 
He maintains that God may some¬ 
times renounce a favorable proph¬ 
ecy if the people sin.

But 
Moreh Zedek (lit. teacher of right¬ 
eousness, whose identity is 
unknown) who did not explain, 
adopted the reason of our Sages 
(Sotah 41b) who learned from here 
that whoever flatters a wicked man 
will ultimately fall into his hands or 
into the hands of his son or into the 
hands of his sons son, for Irijah, the 


son of Shelemiah, the son of Hanan¬ 
iah seized him and brought him to 
prison.—/Addendum to Rashi] Rashi 
(ad loc.) explains that Jeremiah was 
guilty of flattery because he did not 
contradict Hananiah and did not 
condemn him for lying. Redak ques¬ 
tions the assertion that Hananiah 
was a Gibeonite. He claims that the 
Gibeonites did not live in Gibeon 
since it fell to the tribe of Benjamin. 
Instead, he was an Israelite who 
lived in Gibeon. 

7. But, hearken now ...—The 
prophet who would prophesy for 
peace .—He said: I prophesy retribu¬ 
tion. If it does not come, I am not a 
liar, for the Holy One, blessed be He, 
renounces the evil, but the prophet 
who prophesies for peace, etc., when 
the word of the prophet comes, etc., 
but if his word does not come, he is a 
liar, as it is said, “God is not a man 
that He should lie, etc.” (Num. 
23:19). In this manner Rabbi Tan- 
huma (Vayera 13) expounded .— 
[Rashi] See above 18:7 Commentary 
Digest. This view was made famous 
by Rambam, Introduction to Mish- 
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explanations. This was symbolic of 
the yoke of the king of Babylon 
which he "broke" with his proph¬ 
ecy.— [Abarbanel] Malbim explains 
that if a prophet performs a deed in 
conjunction with his prophecy, that 
prophecy will be realized even if it is 
unfavorable. Since Jeremiah had 
made these bars and thongs, thus 


assuring the realization of the sub¬ 
jugation to Nebuchadnezzar, 
Hananiah had to break them to off¬ 
set his prophecy. 

1 1. And Jeremiah the prophet went 

on his way —He feared to answer 
him on his own.— [Abarbanel, 
Mezudath David] 
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8. The prophets who were before me and before you of old, 
and prophesied concerning many lands and great king¬ 
doms for war and for evil and for pestilence— 9. The prophet 
who would prophesy for peace, when the woid of the prophet 
would come, the prophet whom the Lord had truly sent would 
be known. 10. And Hananiah the prophet took the bar off the 
neck of Jeremiah the prophet and broke it. 11. And Hananiah 
said before the eyes of all the people, saying: So said

[A barbanel] 

in your ears and in the ears of all 
the people — I will not speak secretly, 
but in your presence and in the pre¬

8 . The prophets who were before 
me ... and prophesied —Evil as I do 
today. — [A barbanel, Mezudath 
David] 

9. The prophet who would prophesy 
for peace —Like you today, thereby 
contradicting the prophets of 
evil.— [A barbanel, Mezudath David] 

when the word of the prophet would 
come —When the word of the 
prophet who prophesied for peace 
would come to reality, then he 
would be known to have been sent 
by God, but he was not believed 
merely because he prophesied favor¬ 
ably. Therefore, there is no reason 
to believe you more than me.— 
[Abarbanel, Mezudath David] Mal- 
bim explains that the prophets of old 
never prophesied concerning good 
things that were destined to occur in 
the near future. Their main proph¬ 


ecies were concerning catastrophes. 
Through these prophecies, the 
people would be urged to repent. 
The only time the prophet would 
prophesy for peace would be so that 
“when the word of the prophet 
would come, the prophet would be 
known that the Lord had truly sent 
him." Therefore, since you prophesy 
for peace, you must wait for the 
realization of your prophecy in 
order for you to be accepted as a 
prophet. Meanwhile, your prophecy 
is not accepted as true. 

10. the bar —One of the bars that 
Jeremiah had made. Either he did 
this before Jeremiah sent the bars to 
the five kings or perhaps this one 
remained on the prophet's neck as a 
symbol of Judah's subordination to 
Babylon .—[A barbanel, M ezudath 
David] 

and broke it —lit. broke him. The 
object alluded to is a masculine 
noun. Redak explains: he broke the 
yoke (Vy) that was tied with the bar. 
Mezudath David renders: he broke 
the knot (ntfp). Both these nouns are 
masculine. The bar (nuin), however, 
is feminine. Abarbanel suggests both 
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month of Ab, whose sign of the lion was that Babylon would 
zodiac is Leo, the lion. The serpent destroy the first Temple and Rome 
symbolizes the ancient serpent, would destroy the second Temple, 
which symbolizes Esau. The inten-

13. Bars of wood have you 
broken—By breaking the bar off 
Jeremiah’s neck it was as though 
you have broken the bars off the 
necks of all the kings, representing 
all the nations.—[ Abarbanel, Mezu- 
dath David] 

and you shall make—You speak 
lies, for you shall make in their stead 
bars of iron. Through your breaking 
the wooden bar and the denial of 
God's word, the anger will be inten¬ 
sified and there will be a more severe 
subjugation to Babylon, just as iron 
is stronger than wood.— [Abarbanel, 
Mezudaih David] By attempting 
rebellion against Nebuchadnezzar, 
he will subjugate you even more 
severely than he had in mind to 
do.— [Malbim] It appears from Ibn 
Nachmiash that Hananiah was in 
fact commanded to make iron bars 
for the yoke to symbolize the severe 


Babylonian tyranny. Isaiah da Trani, 
however, explains that Jeremiah was 
to tell Hananiah, “God commanded 
me, ‘And you shall make in their 
stead bars of iron.’” Hence, Jere¬ 
miah was to make the bars. 

14. the beasts of the field have I 
given to him —He rode on a lion and 
lied a serpent on its head.—[Rashi 
from Shabbath 150a] Rashi there 
explains that when Nebuchadnezzar 
returned from his life as a beast for 
seven years, and he returned to his 
kingdom, he boasted that God had 
given him superior greatness. This 
superiority was that he rode on a 
lion and tied a serpent around its 
head as reins. Maharsha suggests 
that he lied the serpent around his 
own head as a crown. The lion 
symbolizes Nebuchadnezzar, called 
“lion" in Scriptures. He was des¬ 
tined to destroy the Temple in the 
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not punish during the first twenty 
years of one’s life. We have, there¬ 
fore, thirty-five years for Manasseh, 
two years for Amon, and thirty-one 
years for Josiah, totalling sixty- 
eight years. He, therefore, figures 
that in two more years Babylon 
would have its downfall. Jeremiah 


contested his assertion and demand¬ 
ed a sign from him since his proph¬ 
ecy was favorable. For dire proph¬ 
ecy, however, no sign would help, 
since God could renounce the evil. 

1. And these are the words of the 
scroll—After Hananiah’s death, 
when his falsity became known,

with a lie—With a false assur¬ 
ance.—[ Mezudath David] 

16. off the face of the earth—He 
would be interred in the earth and 
thus he would be sent off its face, or 
surface.— [Redak] 

17. in that year, in the seventh 
month —Is it not so that the seventh 
month is not of the year? I.e., the 
seventh month from Nissan is 
Tishri, counted as a new year. 
Rather, he died on the day preceding 
Rosh Hashanah and commanded his 
children to bury him after Rosh 
Hashanah, but not before, and they 
should conceal his death on that day 
in order to make Jeremiah’s prophecy 
appear false.—[Rashi from Yeru- 
shalmi Sanhedrin 11:5] Jonathan, 
too, renders: And Hananiah the 
false prophet died in that year and

was buried in the seventh month. He 
translates the prophecy in like man¬ 
ner. This does not mean that Jere¬ 
miah explained it this way, for, were 
that the case, Hananiah would not 
have thought that he was disproving 
Jeremiah's prophecy by being 
buried after Rosh Hashanah. The 
meaning is that this was Jeremiah’s 
intention, discovered after Hanan- 
iah’s burial.— [Redak, Abarbanel] 
Redak suggests that the simple 
meaning of the verse is that within a 
year of his prophecy he would die, 
and indeed he died in the seventh 
month after the prophecy. 

Yerushalmi (Sanhedrin 11:5) ex¬ 
plains the episode in a somewhat 
different manner. Hananiah had 
heard Jeremiah prophesy that in 
seventy years Babylon would suffer 
its downfall. He figured that this 
meant seventy years from the death 
of Hezekiah. Manasseh lived fifty- 
five years, but the first twenty 
cannot be counted since God does 
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will not leave Babylon in the near 
future .—[Mezudath David]

6. Take wives—Do not hesitate to

— [Rashi, Redak, 
Mezudath David] This was the 
queen, who was the mother of the 
king, as Scripture states in II Kings 
24:15, that Jehoiachin’s mother was 
exiled with him.— [Mezudath David ] 
and the officers—Viz. the princes 
of Judah and Jerusalem.— [Mezu¬ 
dath David] 

and the craftsmen and the gate sen¬ 
tries—Heb. "iaosm tzhnn. Jonathan 
rendered: the craftsmen and the sen¬ 
tries of the gales, translating harash 
as craftsmen, as in Ex. 28:11, and 
masger as closing, i.e. those who 
close the gales. Our Rabbis, 
however, said that these were great 
Torah scholars, that when one

10. For at the completion of seventy 
years of Babylon I will remember 

you—The seventy years of the king¬ 
dom of Babylon are computed 
above (25:12). This remembrance 
represents God’s inspiring Cyrus 
king of Persia to attack Babylon. 
This took place after seventy years 
of Babylonian rule. The rebuilding 
of the Temple, however, took place 
after seventy years from the destruc¬ 
tion of Jerusalem, which took place 
during the exile of Zedekiah.— 
[Redak] Only then will I remember 
you, not as the false prophets would 
have you believe .—[Mezudath 
David] 

Mezudath David computes the 
seventy years of Babylon: Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar vanquished Jehoiakim 
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return from Babylon is not the 
primary aim, so that the accelera¬ 
tion of that redemption should be 
considered advantageous, but the 
aim is that you should be in a hal¬ 
lowed place, a place more adapted 
to serve God, to pray to Him for the 


general redemption, the complete 
and eternal redemption.

11. For I know the thoughts ... 
thoughts of peace and not of evil—I 

know My thoughts in exiling you to 
Babylon, that they are for peace and 
not for evil. These seventy years 
exile are not for your harm but for 
your benefit, for then your stopped 
up heart will become humbled, and 
this will be the cause of your future 
and your hope after you return 
here.— [Mezudath David] Abarbanel 
explains that the exile would serve to 
humble them by making them feel 
its tribulations and it would serve to 
expiate the sin of the infractions of 
the laws of the Sabbatical years. It 
would not, however, atone for the 
sin of idolatry, immorality, and 
bloodshed, of which they were guilty 
during the days of the first Temple. 
Since they were not completely 
cleansed of their sins, they would 
return to the Holy Land to build a 
Temple lacking many components 
present in the First Temple. It 
lacked the Shechinah, the Ark, the 
Ark cover with the cherubim, fire 
from heaven, the Urim and Thum- 
mim, and prophecy. Through their 


presence in the Holy Land, however, 
they would be more disposed to 
repent than if they remained in exile. 

12 . And you shall call Me and 
go —In My ways. This is an 
eiipsis. — [Rashi, Re dak] Then, after 
your heart is humbled and you 
repent, and you will be in the holy 
place, a place more adapted to serve 
God, then, when you call Me and go 
in My ways and pray to Me to re¬ 
store all the exiles from all places 
and to make you higher than all 
nations as in days of yore, I will 
hearken to you.— [Mezudath David] 

13. And you will seek Me—And 
when you seek Me then, you will 
find Me if you seek Me with all your 
heart.—[ Mezudath David] 

14. And I will be found by you— 
Then I will be found by you to fulfill 
your requests and I will restore your 
captives.

Jonathan renders: has 
set up for us teachers in Babylon.—

other women, as the prophet indeed 
stales.— [Maharsha]

II Kings 9:11.— [Redak] You were 
appointed to keep watch over every 


madman who thinks himself a 
prophet .—[Mezudath David] 

the prison —Heb. rosnan, [known 
in the Talmud as] nss, [a room just 
high enough for one to stand in.]— 
[Rashi] Cf. 20:2 Redak. Shorashim 
suggest that il is a collar, an instru¬ 
ment for securing the neck of the 
prisoner. 

that you should put him —That you 
should order that he be put.— 
[Mezudath David] 

the stocks —Heb. pirsn, a tree 
trunk (ceps in French). — [Rashi] An 
instrument for securing the hands 
[Redak. Mezudath Zion. Abarbanel] 
The French may also mean fetters, a 
definition that fits the context as 
well as the Hebrew word that Rashi 
gives. Cf. Rashi, Job 13:27, Aruch 
jno, definition 1, also Shorashim. 
Redak. tio. It appears that the 
prisoner's feel were secured by 
chains to a tree stump.

98b] As mentioned before, other 
commentators, including Redak, 
Abarbanel, Isaiah da Trani, and 
Mezudath David . express the view 
that even according to the simple 
meaning of the passage, the war of 
Gog and Magog is meant. We will 
first explain the verses in that man¬ 
ner and then as a reference to the 
redemption from Babylon, as 
explained by Mai him. 

Abarbanel explains this verse to 
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1. The word that came to Jeremiah from the Lord, saying: 

2. So said the Lord, the God of Israel, saying: Write for you 
the words that I have spoken to you, on a scroll. 3. For, 
behold, days are coming, says the Lord, when I will restore the 
captivity of My people Israel and Judah, says the Lord, and I 
will restore them to the land that I gave their forefathers and 
they shall possess it. 4. And these are the words that the Lord 
spoke concerning Israel and concerning Judah. 5. For so said 

the Lord: A sound of 


2. that I have spoken to you —The 

following prophecy is intended. 
Although He had not yet spoken 
these words to the prophet, the past 
tense is used because he was to write 
them after God had already spoken 
them. — [Abarbanel, Metzudath 
David] Redak renders that I am 
speaking to you. 

on a scroll —The word denotes 
a written scroll. After he has written 
the words on it, the parchment will 
be a npp.— [Mezudath David] This is 
known as a prolepsis. Cf. Isa. 47:2. 
Since the prophet has, until this 
point, predicted the destruction of 
Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar, God 
commanded him now to prophesy 
concerning the redemption of the 
people and its return. Since this 
prophecy embodies words of conso¬ 
lation and good tidings destined for 
them, He exhorted the prophet to 
record it in a scroll so that the Jews 
should know that, just as the dire 
prophecies were fulfilled, so will the 
favorable ones be fulfilled at the end 


of days. He was to record them to 
preserve them for posterity.— 
[Redak, Abarbanel] Malbim asserts 
that these prophecies were not given 
to Jeremiah to announce to the 
people. They were only to be record¬ 
ed so that the later generations 
would know that the favorable 
prophecies would be realized. 

3. For, behold, days are coming— 
And you shall not say, “ Why should l 
write it, since they all will perish, and 
no one will read it, neither will anyone 
remember it anymore,” for, behold, 
days are coming, etc. — [Rashi] 

This refers to the Messianic Era, 
as he states, “When I will restore the 
captivity of My people Israel and 
Judah.” When the Jews returned 
from the Babylonian exile, only 
Judah and Benjamin, who were 
exiled there, returned.— [Redak] 

4. And these are the words —This 
refers to the future, as mentioned 
above.— [Redak] 

concerning Israel and concerning 

Judah —Another proof that the

This is Jona¬ 
than's translation: I will break the 
yoke of the nations from your 
neck.— [Redak]

to the nation collectively. The tran¬ 
sition from second person to third is 
not unusual in Scripture.— [Redak]

Malbim explains that, at the time 
of the downfall of Babylon, the Jews 
quaked and were very frightened of 
the enemy because there was no 
peace in the land at that time.

Whether it is customary for males to 
give birth, so that labor pains should 
seize them like a woman in confine¬ 
ment .— [Rashi] Since labor pains are 
stronger than most other pains, 
Scripture compares these pains to 
labor pains.— [Redak] 

his loins —Heb. vjftn, like — 
[Rashi] 

to pallor —Because of the severe 
pains, the color leaves the face, and 
it becomes pale.— [Redak] Abar- 
banel explains this as referring to 
those engaged in the war of Gog and 
Magog. 

Malbim explains that the besieged 
city is compared to a woman in 
labor, who will be forced to dis¬ 
charge the fetus from her womb. So 
will the besieged city be forced to 
discharge its inhabitants. As for the 


male who caused the conception and 
birth—as he does not experience the 
pains, so does the one responsible 
lor the siege not experience the 
trouble caused by the siege. In this 
case, the prophet states: Ask now 
and see whether a male gives birth. 
Why, then, does Israel, because of 
whom Babylon will be defeated and 
destroyed, experience fear and pain 
at Babylon's downfall? 

7. that day — The day of the assas¬ 
sination of Belshazzar and the down¬ 
fall of Babylon. Another explanation: 
the day of the downfall of Gog .— 
[Rashi] 

and it is a time of distress for 
Jacob —This will be during the war 
of Gog and Magog, which will be, 
for a time, a distress for Israel. Cf. 
the prophecy of Isaiah (26:20), “hide 
for but a moment, until the wrath 
passes." Also, the prophecy of 
Daniel (12:1), "And there shall be a 
lime of trouble such as never w'as 
since there was a nation."— [Redak] 
Abarbanel explains that the truth of 
the matter is that "that day will be 
great, with none like it" with many 
casualties and intensive war. The 
people of Israel, too, shall feel 
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This is not so, for you will leave 
slowly, both adulls and children 
alike, as in Isaiah's prophecy, 
“For not with hasle shall you go 
forih and not in a flurry of flight 
shall you go" (52:12).—[ Redak ] 
Abarbanel explains that the prophet 
informs them that the redemption 
will take place long after this pro¬ 
phecy, and will involve their descen¬ 
dants, not those addressed by the 
prophet.

The final clause is a repetition of the 
preceding one, added for clarifica¬ 
tion.— [Mezudath David] Abarbanel 
explains that from that day on, from 
the day that every man will hold his 
loins in pain, no nation will enslave 
Israel any longer, but God will 
break off the yoke of slavery, and 
the afflictions and slavery He will 
break off. And strangers shall no 
longer enslave [you] with it. I.e. they 
will no longer enslave Israel with the 
yoke mentioned earlier in the verse.

Maibim explains that the yoke sig¬ 
nifies slavery, and the thongs signify 
subordination. When Babylon is 
conquered, Israel will no longer be 
enslaved by her, but she will still be 
subordinate to Persia. There will, 
however, be a lime, when strangers 
will no longer subordinate Israel. 

9. whom 1 will set up —This may 
mean King David, whom God will 
resurrect at the lime of the Resurrec¬ 
tion of the dead. It may also refer to 
his descendant, the King Messiah, 
called by the name of his fore¬ 
bear.— [Redak] The Rabbis ( San¬ 


hedrin 98b) explain that this will be 
another David, probably meaning 
the King Messiah. King David will 
rule in a subordinate capacity, as the 
viceroy under the Messiah. This is 
based on "And My servant will be 
their prince forever" (Ezek.

Maibim explains that if the Jews 
would have served God devotedly in 
the Second Temple, they would have 
merited the complete redemption, 
and would have served David, their 
king.

Jonathan, 
however, renders: And I will 
strengthen them, and they shall not 
become weak. Isaiah da Trani and 
Ihn Nachmiash render: And I will 
make them rich, and they shall not 
become poor, [but shall become 
richer and richer.] Malhim explains 
the final segment of the verse to 
mean that they will gain honor and 
authority. 

20. as of old—Endeared to Me as 
of old.— [Mezudath David] As 
numerous as of old.— [Jonathan] 

21. their prince—Heb. vvng, lit. 
his mighty one.— [Rashi] Their 
king.— [Jonathan, Redak, Kara,

and their ruler—Their anointed 
one.— [Jonathan] This is synony¬ 
mous with the beginning of the 
verse. Obviously, the anointed Mes- 
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This people, at one lime, found 
favor in My eyes, when I look them 
oul of Ihe tgyplian exile because 
they found favor in My eyes when 
ihey had escaped from the sword of 
ihe Egyptians, who constantly plot¬ 
ted to annihilate them.

Redak interprets this passage as a 
dialogue between God and Israel. In 
verse I, God tells them how they 
found favor in His eyes when He 
redeemed them from Egypt and led 
them to the Promised Land. Israel 
replies: It is true that long ago God 
appeared to me, but now He has 
hidden His countenance from me 
during my exile. Thereupon, God 
replies, “With everlasting love have 
1 loved you.” My love for you was 
not temporary, but everlasting.

Since it is everlasting, I drew you to 
Me with loving-kindness and 
appeared to You with My glory on 
Ml. Sinai. Although I have aban¬

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oul and help Your people.' Say this 
and I will do as you ask and bring 
you from all ihe places where you 
have been driven, as in the following

7. from the north country—For 

most of the exiles are in the 
north.— [Redak] Mezudalh David 
sees here those exiled to Babylon. 

from the uttermost ends of the 
earth —This alludes to the Ten 


Tribes, who were exiled to distant 
lands .—[Mezudalh David] 

Renei Yehoshua (Kethuhoth 111a) 
writes that, as is known, most of the 
Jews did not return with Ezra from 
Babylon. Consequently, most of 
them remained in Babylon and were 
not exiled by the Romans after the 
destruction of the Second Temple. 
Hence, there will be a redemption 
from Babylon in Messianic limes. 
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Ephraim; Rise! Let us go up to Zion, to the Lord, our God. 
6. For so says the Lord to Jacob, “Sing [with] joy and shout at 
the head of the nations, make it heard, praise, and say, ‘O Lord, 
help Your people, the remnant of Israel!’” 7. Behold I bring

time,— [Redak, Mezudath David] 
the watchers shall call —The look¬ 
outs at the tops of the lofty towers to 
announce with a voice heard a dis¬ 
tance away.

Another explanation : ony!! is like 
"He keeps fixa) lovingkindness’’ 
(Exod. 34:7), an expression of 
keeping.

And so did Jonathan render: There 
are many days and much goodness 
that is destined to come to the right¬ 
eous who kept My Torah from days 
of old.

“Sing [with] joy”—This is stated 
concerning the beginning of the 
redemption, when the news arrives 
that God has redeemed them.— 
[Redak]

of the nations.— [Mezudath David] 
Jonathan renders: with confidence in 
the sight of all nations. Kara ren¬ 
ders: Go out with confidence from 
among the nations. 

make it heard—Make the tidings 
heard and praise the Lord.— 
[Redak] You prophets of Israel, let 
them hear it and say to them that the 
salvation has come to them, and 
there is nothing hindering it. There¬ 
fore, beg mercy and pray, “O Lord, 
help Your people, the remnant of 
Israel.”— [Kara] 

and, say, ‘O Lord help Your 
people,—‘Just as You have let us 
hear the news, so may You carry it 
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9. and declare it—Whal you will 
hear declare on the distant 
islands.—[ Mezudath David] 

“He Who scattered ”—(separant 
in French), separating . — [Rashi] He 
Who scattered them among the 
nations will gather them.

This coincides with Redak and 
Mezudath David, that, when the Ten 
Tribes will be redeemed,there will 
also be a redemption from Babylon, 
the north country. 

the blind and the lame amongst 
them —Even the staggering ones 
among them I will not reject .— 
[Rashi] I will bring them so slowly 
that even the blind and the lame, 
woman with child and she that tra¬ 
vails shall be able to follow. Rabbi 
Joseph Kim chi explains that the road 
will be so straight that the weakest 
will be able to traverse it without 
stumbling. Malbim explains that 
they will come from such countries 
where there are hardly any Jews, 
perhaps only two, one blind and one 
lame, both weak, yet it will be as 
though a woman has conceived and 
given birth at once, for they will 
increase with those who join them, 
until as a great company shall they 
return there.

[Rashi] They will weep for joy when

Birlhpangs of the Messiah. 

and with supplications —That they 
will supplicate Me.— [Isaiah da

and Ephraim is My firstborn —He 
mentions Ephraim, the name repre¬ 
senting the Ten Tribes, the majority 
of Israel, for when the kingdom 
split, most of the population lived in 
the northern kingdom, headed by 
Jeroboam of the tribe of Ephraim. 
In many places, the two kingdoms 
are known as Judah and Ephraim. 
Ephraim is called God’s firstborn 
because Jacob gave the birthright to 
Joseph. Jonathan renders: Ephraim 
is beloved to Me; i.e. just as a father 
loves his firstborn son.— [Redak] 
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lion appears to be that the exiles 
weep billerly when Jeremiah returns 
10 Judah, since their only source of 
consolation is deprived from them. 
The second half of the verse is not 
connected to the first, as will be 
explained further. It is to be noted 
that non is interpreted as “the height 
of the world" and also as the name 
of the city where Jeremiah was sent. 

Rachel weeping for her children— 
The Mid rash Aggadah states (see 
Lam. Kabbah Proem 24) that the 


Patriarchs and the Matriarchs went 
to appease the Holy One, blessed be 
He. concerning the sin of Manasseh, 
who placed an image in the Temple, 
hut He was not appeased. Rachel 
entered and stated before Him, “O 
Lord of the Universe, whose mercy is 
greater. Your mercy or the mercy oj a 
flesh and blood person? You must 
admit that Your mercy is greater. 
,Ymh' did I not bring my rival into my 
house? Tor all the work that Jacob 
worked for my father, he worked only 
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the goodness of the Lord, over corn, wine, and oil, and over 
sheep and cattle, and their soul shall be like a well-watered 
garden, and they shall have no further worry at all. 12. Then 
shall the virgin rejoice in the round dance with music, and the 
young men and the old men together, and I will turn their 
mourning into joy and will comfort them and make them 
rejoice from their sorrow. 13. And I will refresh the soul of the 
priests with fat, and My people — they will be satisfied with My 
goodness, is the word of the Lord. 14. So says the Lord: 


and they will stream— They will 
gather like a river. — [Rashi] They 
will run.— [Redak] They will be 
drawn like a river.— [Mezudoth] The 
root "in: is derived from nnj, a river. 

the goodness of the Lord —The

12. the virgin —Lvery virgin will 
dance. Jonathan interprets this figur¬ 
atively. He renders: Then shall the 
congregation of Israel rejoice like in 
round dances.— [Redak] 

in the round dance with music— 
Heb. Vino, from V»>n, a flute.— 
[ R edak, S ho rash in i ] 
and the young men and the old men 
together —They will be so happy 
that the old men will join the young 
men in their dances.— [Mezudath 
David] They will not cry as ihey did 
when the second Talmud was dedi¬ 
cated.— [Malhini] 


Note that the Bible makes no 
mention of men and women dancing 
together. Mixed dancing is a serious 
infraction of the Jewish moral code. 
It is not considered joy but hilarity. 
—[Yalkut Hagershuni; Sefer Chasi¬ 
dim 168, Azulai]

the time of the destruction of the 
Temple, the priests were deprived of 
the remainder of the sacrifices after

fat—Heb. JtfT — [Rashi] Jonathan 
renders: delicacies. Malbim explains 
that the soul of the priests will be 
refreshed by the spiritual uplifting of 
the Temple service. 

14. A voice is heard on high— A 
voice is heard in the height oj the 
world. the voice of the house of Israel 
weeping over Jeremiah the prophet, 
when Nehuzaradan sent him from 
Ramah to return after the exiles to 
Cedaliah son of Ahikam. as is stated 
in this Book (below ch. 39).— [Rashi 
from Targum Jonathan] The in ten- 
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(verse 16) means, or more 
definilely in verse 17, that their 
whole longing would be to turn 
back to God. . . 

bitter weeping —She is weeping 
with a biller heart.— [Redak] 

15. for your work —For the work 
of your children who suffered 
through the exile for many years and 
neither did they forget My name nor 
did they abrogate My covenant. [As 
mentioned above, the Rabbis ex¬ 


plain that the reward was for 
Rachel's giving over her password 
to her sister Leah and for her 
defense of Israel for allowing 
Manasseh to place an image in the 
Temple.] Jonathan renders: For 
there is reward for the deeds of your 
righteous forefathers.— [Redak] 
and they shall come back from the 
land of the enemy —This refers to the 
tribe of Benjamin, which would 
come back from Babylon with the 
tribe of Judah.— [Malhim] 
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A voice is heard on high, lamentation, bitter weeping, Rachel 
weeping for her children, she refuses to be comforted for her 
children for they are not. 15. So says the Lord: Refrain your 
voice from weeping and your eyes from tears, for 


for me. When I came to enter the 
nuptial canopy, they brought my sis¬ 
ter, and it was not enough that I kept 
my silence, but / gave her my pass¬ 
word. You, too, if Your children have 
brought Your rival into Your house, 
keep Your silence for them." He said 
to her, " You have defended them well. 
There is reward for your deed and for 
your righteousness, that you gave over 
your password to your sister .”— 
[Rashi from obscure Midrashic 
source] 

Redak explains that this is figura¬ 
tive of the Ten Tribes, led by 
Ephraim. The prophet mentions 
Rachel, their ancestress, as though 
she is weeping for them. 

for they are not —Heb. urg, lit. for 
he is not, referring to the people. 
They did not return from their exile 
as Judah and Benjamin returned 
from their first exile, from Babylon. 
The Ten Tribes have neither 
returned, nor are their whereabouts 
known. Therefore, Scripture states: 
they are not. The meaning of “on 
high" is that the voice is heard from 
a high hill, whence it can be heard 
for a distance. There is a derash . . . 
(same as Rashi). There is another 
derash that he (Nebuzaradan) led 
them into exile by way of Rachel’s 
tomb. Therefore, Scripture states 
that “Rachel was weeping for her 
children.” They expounded this in 


interpreting the verse “And she was 
buried on the road to Ephrath" 
(Gen. 35:19). They asked, “What 
did our father Jacob reason when he 
buried Rachel on the road to 
Ephrath?" The answer is that Jacob 
perceived with Divine inspiration 
that the exiles were destined to pass 
that way. Therefore, he buried her 
there so that she would beg mercy 
for them. This is what Scripture 
slates, “A voice is heard on high, 
etc." —[Redak from Gen. Rabbah 
82:10] 

Hirsch explains m'H as literally, 
“He is not there," which he main¬ 
tains, ‘according to the sense of the 
whole context, can only refer to 
God." Just a few verses before it 
had been proclaimed as a goal only 
to be reached in the future: “I have 
become a Father to Israel." But 
this goal had not yet been reached. 
That is why “Rachel refuses to be 
comforted." And even if her chil¬ 
dren, no longer to be recognized as 
Jews, were to enjoy the greatest 
good fortune, their mother would 
still be inconsolable. For she misses 
the father in the lives of her children 
who have completely departed from 
the relationship of children of God. 
She only gets consolation from the 
promise that her children ultimately 
will return as children to their real 
“fenced-in sphere," for that is what 
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lead me back, and I will return, for 
You are the Lord my God. Lead me 
back by demonstrating Your Divin¬ 
ity to me.

Lphraim, now full of shame over the 
delusion he had hitherto hugged, 
stirred with deep repentance; He 
hears the prayer ^zntfn, “iei me turn

come back from the land of the enemy. 16. And there is hope 
for your future, says the Lord, and the children shall return to 
their own border.

16. And there is hope for your 
future —Concerning the descendants 
of Joseph, who would not return 
with Benjamin, God encourages 
Rachel by telling her that they shall 
return in the future, when the chil¬ 
dren, the last generation, will return 
to their own border. Here he does 
not mention the land of the enemies, 
for the Ten Tribes dwell by them¬ 
selves in a land far from their border 
whence they will return at the end of 
days.—[ Malbim] 

17. complaining — (Konpljjnt in 
O.F .), an expression of “who will 
lament for you (*ttr)? ,1 (above 
15:5).— [Rashi] Weeping and moan¬ 
ing.— [Redak] Shaking his head.— 
[Mezudath David] Recounting his 
tribulations.— [Redak, Shorashim] 

“You have chastised me” —With 
pains. You, the Holy One, blessed be 
He. — [Rashi] You have chastised me 
these many years in exile, and I have 
accepted chastisement and will no 
longer commit evil.— [Redak] 

like an ungoaded calf —Heb. is*?, 
(fut aiguillones in O F), was goaded, 
an expression of “an ox-goad 
igan)" (Judges 3:31). / was like an 
ungoaded calf in the beginning. 
Therefore, I sinned against You .— 


[Rashi] Redak renders: like an 
untrained calf. A calf that was not 
trained to draw with a yoke and is 
not trained until he is whipped and 
taught. So did 1 suffer Your chastise¬ 
ments and I learned to return to 
You, and here 1 return to You.— 
[Redak] 

O lead me back—Accept my 
repentance.— [Redak] Inspire me to 
return to You, and I will do so.— 
[Mezudath David] 

Malbim explains that repentance 
can be accomplished by two meth¬ 
ods: 1) through chastisements, 

which will induce the people to 
repent out of fear, 2) through the 
manifestation of God's power 
through His miracles and His won¬ 
ders. Thereby, they will repent out 
of love of God. Now God wished to 
bring Ephraim to repentance 
through the chastisements that He 
brought upon them. About this, 
Ephraim complains: You have chas¬ 
tised me, and I was chastised, but 
like a calf untrained. If a calf is not 
trained to follow the furrows, no 
amount of whipping or goading will 
induce him to follow them. On the 
contrary, he may wander farther 
away. Therefore, I appeal to You: O 
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whenever I speak of him —Every 
time that I speak of him. And the 
Mid rash Leviticus Rahbah (2:3) ex¬ 
plains: It is enough My speech 
('7137 n) with which I endowed him, 
that / taught him My Torah, for Me 
to have mercy on him. — [Rashi] 
From Rashi and other commenta¬ 
tors it would appear that God is 


questioning the reason to have 
mercy on Ephraim, giving this verse 
a negative connotation. This verse, 
however, is recited in the Musaph 
service of Rosh Hashanah as one of 
the Zichronoth, the remembrances. 
In this prayer, we are not permitted 
to mention a remembrance of retri¬ 
bution. Rashi, Otzar Hatefilloth. p.

regrets his sins. We find the same in 
Joel 2:14: “Who knows shall return 
and regret."— [Redak] 

The intention is that the sinner 
must abandon his evil ways for the 
future and regret his past sins.— 
[Sha'arei Teshuvah, 1:11] 

I had been brought to know 
myself —That / thought of myself that 
I was treacherous, (aparsoujige in 
O.F).—[Rashi] 

I smote upon my thigh —After I 
became aware by myself, and after I

Since he had 
sinned in public, his repentance 
must also be in public.

more intense shame, thus the expres¬ 
sion “yea."— [Redak] 

According to Sha'arei Teshuvah 
(1:22), no 1 ?? is intense shame, a 
shame visible on one’s countenance. 

the reproach of my youth — That 
my enemies can reproach me for the 
sins of my youth. — [Rashi] 

Redak renders: For I remembered 
that all that I have borne and suf¬ 
fered is because of the evil deeds I 
committed in my youth, i.e. in times 
of old, which were reproachful. This 
is a borrowed term denoting times 
gone by, since the days of one’s 
youth precede the days of his old 
age. Cf. 2:1.— [Redak] 

19. “Is Ephraim a son who is dear 
to me?” —These are the words of the 
Shechinah. That is to say. He is com¬ 
plaining, And as for Me, I have a 
change of heart to have pity. Is he My 
dear son, as one who has but one son, 
whose every wish he grants him ? — 

Why is it that I remember him 
always as though he were a dear son 
to Me, that he never sinned against 
Me?— [Redak]

Signs in the good ways of your 
ancestors. — [Rashi] Rashi apparent¬ 
ly follows Jonathan, who para¬ 
phrases: O congregation of Israel! 
Remember for yourself the good 
deeds of your forefathers. Kara 
elaborates: The prophet said to 
Israel: My children, if you w ish to be 
redeemed from the exiles, learn the 
ways your forefathers trod and 
emulate their deeds, like a person 
who selects a straight road and 
marks it with waymarks so that he 
recognises it when he returns to 
traverse it. 

small palms—Heb. o-nnpn, small 
palms (□’’“ion) planted for a sign on 
the way. And the simple interpreta¬ 
tion of the verse is: Make signs to 
ktiow the way that you traversed from 
Eretz Israel to Babylon, so that you 
will return by that road; that is to say 
that you will surely return from 
there.

Midrashically, this verse is inter¬ 
preted as an exhortation to Israel 
not to discontinue their observance 
of the commandments while in exile. 
In the words of Sifre (Deut. 11:18): 

And you 
shall place My words . . . 
—although I exile you from the 
Holy Land to places outside the 
land, be adorned with the com¬ 
mandments, so that when you 
return, they will not be new to you.

This is figurative of a sinner, as 
their predecessors said, “Our fathers 
sinned and they are no longer here, 
and we have borne their iniquities” 
(Lam. 5:7). Indeed, God does some¬ 
times “visit the iniquity of the 
fathers on the children,” but that is 
only if they persist in their fathers’ 
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God look them by the hand and 
drew ihem out before they were 
ready 10 receive a Torah, lest they 
deteriorate completely.

This assertion can easily be 
refuted, since Scripture states ex¬ 
plicitly that the covenant will differ 
only in that “they broke My cove¬ 
nant," but this covenant they will 
not break, for 1 will place “My 


Torah in their midst, and I will 
inscribe it upon their hearts,” that it 
be not forgotten by them forever, as 
in the following verses, that there 
will be no renewal of the covenant 
but its permanence. Moreover, 
Malachi seals the Prophets with his 
final admonition, “Remember the 
Law of Moses My servant, which l 
commanded him in Horeb to all 
Israel, statutes and ordinances” 
(3:22). And that entire chapter deals 
with the future, as he concludes, 
"Behold I send you Elijah the 
prophet.” It is, therefore, obvious 
that there w'ill never be a new Torah, 
but that which was given on Mt. 
Sinai, as it is stated, “Which I 
commanded him in Horeb.”— 
[Redak] I bn Nachtniash explains that 
the Torah must always seem new 
and fresh. The only reason it may 
seem old and boring is that the evil 
inclination makes it seem so. In the 
future, however, when the evil 
inclination will be destroyed, it will 
indeed be a new Torah.

The reason for men¬ 
tioning the splitting of the sea is to 
say that He Who nullified the law of 
the sea for Israel’s sake and per¬ 
formed something new for them, 
will perform another innovation, 
that He will create for them a new 
heart to fear Him for all limes, and 
He will nullify for them the nature 


of the Creation by which “the 
imagination of the heart of man is 
evil from his youth." After He com¬ 
pares Israel’s existence to the laws of 
the heavens, He compares their love 
to the measuring of the heavens 
above and to the fathoming of the

man. Just as this is impossible, so is 
it impossible for God to separate 
with Israel, for Him to reject them 
for what they have done. That is to 
say that He will not reject them for 
this but He will forgive them their 
sins as mentioned above.— [Redak] 

36. If the heavens . . . will be 
measured — How' much is their alti¬ 
tude. — [Rashi] He mentions measur¬ 
ing in regards to the huge expanse of 
the heavens since it appears that 
they can be measured. He calls the 
earth “foundations" since it is 
below, like the foundation of a 
building.— [Redak] 

I too will reject. . . Israel —That is 
to say that just as they can neither he 
measured nor fathomed, so will Israel 
not he rejected because of all that 
they sinned. — [Rashi] 

37. Behold days are coming —The 
word for “coming" is absent in the 
text, but traditionally it is read. Ihn 
Nachmiash expounds on the matter

half a cubit, this amounts to 455 
cubits.

We cannot explain 
this word in its usual sense, viz. that 
Zedekiah would remain in Babylon 
until God would remember him to 
take him out, since Zedekiah died in 
Babylon.

[Rashi] 

and that which was open —Which 
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redemption; buy it for yourself.” And I knew that this was the 
word of the Lord.

prophecy. There would, therefore, 
be no reason to state that now he 
knew that it was a word of the Lord. 
The meaning is that, although God 
had not commanded him to pur¬ 
chase the field—He had only in¬ 
formed him that Hanamel would 
come to him with that request—he 
realized that it was God’s word that 
he purchase it as Hanamel re¬ 
quested. Otherwise, there would be 
no reason to inform him that Hana¬ 
mel was coming. 

Hirsch renders: But I knew that 
this was the word of the Lord. He 
explains: The sense of the sentence 
is ... : the senselessness of the whole 
unreasonable demand—the seven 
shekels and the ten pieces of silver 
were just thrown away—must have 
struck everybody with amazement, 
“but I knew that this proposition of 
Hanamel was a Divine dispensation, 
and accordingly I acceded to it.” 

This is similar to Kara, who ex¬ 
plains: 1 purchased it with difficulty 
and with an embittered heart, for 
the Chaldeans were waging war on 
the city and the mounds had come 
to the city to capture it, and this one 
says to me that 1 should buy his field 
that is in Anathoth, but, since he 


came to me through the word of the 
Lord, 1 could not hesitate. 

9. the money —The money that 
had been agreed upon.— [Redak] 

seven shekels and ten pieces of 
silver — Jonathan renders: seven 
manehs and ten silver selas. A maneh 
is twenty-five usual shekels and a 
sela in Mishnaic Hebrew is synony¬ 
mous with a shekel of the Bible. 

10. And I wrote — I ordered to be 
written.— [Mezudath David] 

a bill of sale —lit. in the scroll. I 
wrote the account of the transaction 
in the scroll.— [Redak] Jonathan 
renders: in the deed. I.e. I wrote on 
the parchment, and it became a 
deed.—[ Mezudath David] This is 
known as a prolepsis. 

and signed it — I ordered the owner 
of the field to sign the deed. Redak 
defines this root as sealing, there¬ 
fore, rendering: and I sealed the 
deed with a seal.

was confirmed in the court by word of 
its witnesses, and the judges wrote 
and signed a judicial confirmation. 
This is the conjinflation of the deeds 
to make the matter open and publi¬ 
cized lest the witnesses die, and our 
Rabbis explained this concerning a 
plain, open document and a folded 
one in Baba Bathra (160b).— [Rashi] 

Redak explains that there were 
three deeds: 1) a sealed one; 2) a 
deed containing all regulations 
governing the sale and the redemp¬ 
tion, e.g. that the field may not be 
redeemed until the buyer has it for 
two years in which it produces 
crops, and any customs regarding 
this prevalent at that time; 3) an 
open deed, a duplicate of the first, 
capable of being read without break¬ 
ing a seal. He quotes his father, who 
slates that the “open” deed was the 
confirmation that all close kinsmen 
were notified of the sale, thereby 
enabling them to purchase the field, 
as Boaz did. 

12. in the presence of Hanamel my 
uncle —And until now, he calls him 
“my uncle’s son.” Perhaps there were 


two. Otherwise, l do not know what it 
means. Some are inclined to say that 
Hanamel was both Jeremiah’s uncle 
and his uncle’s son; e.g. Reuben mar¬ 
ried the daughter of his brother 
Simon, and she bore him Jemuel, and 
Simon had already begotten Jamin. 
Hence, Jamin is Jemuel's uncle, since 
he is his mother’s brother, and also 
his uncle’s son, since he is the son of 
Simon, Jemuel’s father’s brother. 
This is, however, not the method of 
expression, for we do not find any¬ 
where in the Bible, that the mother’s 
brother is called an uncle. — [Rashi] 
Redak interprets “his uncle” to 
mean “his uncle's son,” similar to 
“his brother” (Gen. 14:13), meaning 
“his brother’s son ” He also sug¬ 
gests, as Rashi, that this Hanamel 
was another man by the same name. 
Thus, Jeremiah had a cousin named 
Hanamel, the son of Shallum, 
Jeremiah’s uncle. This Hanamel was 
the seller of the field. Jeremiah also 
had an uncle named Hanamel, who 
was his father’s brother. This Hana¬ 
mel was present at the sale of the 
field. 
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kindness —Jeremiah thought that 
perhaps God had returned from His 
wrath and renounced the evil decree 
upon the city because of His loving¬ 
kindness, and He remembered the 
good deeds of the forefathers.

etc." I am inclined to believe 
through my prophecy of Hanamefs 
coming to me to buy his field that 
God's intention was that I indeed 
buy the field. This purchase shall 
serve as a symbol that a lime will yet 
come when the children of Israel will 
buy houses, etc., and the land will 
not remain permanently in the 
hands of the Chaldeans, for the Jews 
will return here.— [Mezudath David] 
Apparently Mezudath David's view 
is that there was no explicit proph¬ 
ecy that the Jews would buy houses 
and fields in the land of Israel. It was 
merely implied by the prophecy of 
Hanamefs coming to Jeremiah to 
buy his field. Abarbanel, indeed, fol¬ 
lows this theory. He differs in one 
point, however, insofar as he does

not believe that this prophecy in¬ 
volves the return from Babylon. 
This was not a promise to Jeremiah 
that they would soon return from 
Babylon and that the field would 
return to him by dint of his pur¬ 
chase, for God never promised him 
that and never informed him that he 
would repossess the field. Moreover, 
Jeremiah never returned to Jerusa¬ 
lem, and neither he nor his heirs ever 
took possession of the field. The 
land fell entirely to the returnees 
from Babylon irrespective of its 
former owners. Moreover, Scripture 
would not say of a period of forty- 
nine years, “that they remain many 
years." This entire transaction was 
rather symbolic of the future re¬ 
demption, when both Judah and 
Israel will return to their land and 
purchase houses, fields, and vine¬ 
yards. Jeremiah's eagerness to 
squander his money by purchasing a 
field he would never use, in order to 
symbolize Israel's hope, illustrates 
his extreme devotion to God.

These are the siege mounds, 
piles of earth erected around the city 
to climb up and attack the city 
therefrom.—[ Mezudath Zion] The 
soldiers who stand atop the mounds 
to attack the city have already come 
to the city to capture it, and it is as 
though it has already been delivered 
into their hands, for the defenders of 
the city have no strength to stop 
them because they have been deci¬ 
mated by the sword, the famine, and 
the pestilence.—[ Mezudath David] 
This is Jonathan's interpretation as 
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burn .—[Mezudalh David] This burnt with fire” (52:13). These were 
matches the account of the destruc- high buildings upon whose roofs 
lion, where it is related that “and all they offered up incense to Baal.— 
the houses of the dignitaries he [Redak]

Yet the city is given —Of what avail 
is the field to me? — [Rashi] 

Although he already told Baruch 
the significance of the transaction, 
that was his own conjecture, not a 
direct prophecy. He, therefore, 
prayed that God reveal the truth to 
him.— [Mezudath David] 

27. all flesh —I.e. all creatures.— 
[Mezudath David] 

Is ... concealed from Me? —Are 
future events concealed from Me ?— 
[Rashi] Indeed nothing is concealed 
from Me. I knew very well that the 
city would be given into the hands of 
the Chaldeans, for My wrath has 
not receded from Israel, for their 
iniquities have increased, only to 
anger Me. Nevertheless, I inspired 
you to buy the field to console them 
by informing them that they will 


return from exile and purchase fields 
and houses in this land.— [Redak] 
Mezudath David explains: Since I am 
the God of the world, is there any¬ 
thing concealed from Me that I am 
unable to do? Although the land has 
been delivered into the hands of the 
Chaldeans, I can restore it to Israel. 
I, therefore, commanded you to buy 
the field as a symbol that I will do 
so. 

28. Therefore—Since everything is 
mine.— [Mezudath David] 

I deliver — I am He Who is deliver¬ 
ing this city into the hands of the 
Chaldeans; they will not take it with 
their own strength.— [Mezudath 
David] 

29. shall come —into the city.— 
[Mezudath David] 

the houses —These too they will 
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wrath since the day they built it 
(meaning Rome), to remove it from 
before My face.” 

Redak explains that, since the 
days of Solomon, when he built the 
city and the Temple, they started to 
sacrifice on high places, and his 
wives worshipped pagan deities. 
Since that lime, the city aroused My 
anger and My wrath. 

Abarbanel, followed by Mezudath 
David, explains the verse in the 
opposite manner. The necessity to 


remove this city, Jerusalem, from 
before My face, i.e. from My provi¬ 
dence, has aroused My anger and 
My wrath from the day it was built 
until this day. Although God felt 
that the city had to be removed from 
His providence, it was, so to speak, 
a distasteful task incumbent upon 
Him since the day it was built until 
the day of the prophecy, shortly 
before its destruction. 

32. Because of all the evil—This is 
connected to the preceding verse. 
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in order to provoke Me. 30. For the children of Israel and the 
children of Judah were indeed doing what is evil in My eyes 
from their youth, for the children of Israel indeed provoke Me 
with the work of their hands, says the Lord. 31. For this city 
has aroused My anger and My wrath since the day they built it 
until this day, to remove it from before My face. 32. Because of 
all the evil of the children of Israel and the children of Judah, 
that they did to provoke Me, they, their kings, 


to provoke Me —They knew that 
the idols have no substance, but they 
worshipped them in order to pro¬ 
voke Me.—[ Mezudath David] 

30. were indeed doing what is 
evil —Heb. ■qK, indeed. The same 
word is used again in the second 
part of the verse. This translation 
follows Jonathan, and was accepted 
by Re dak, I bn Nachmiash, and Abar- 
banel. Kara and Mezudath David 
explain it as: only . . . were doing 
only what is evil . . . were only pro¬ 
voking Me. This cannot be under¬ 
stood literally, but must be taken as 
an exaggeration.— [Daath Mikra ] 
from their youth —From the days 
they wandered through the wilder¬ 
ness.—[ Redak ] 

for the children of Israel indeed 
provoke Me —[This refers to the 
northern kingdom, the Ten Tribes.] 
They commenced to provoke Me 
first, and the children of Judah 
learned from them.— [Redak] 

Alschich explains this verse in a 
much more favorable manner. He 
renders: "For the children of Israel 
and the children of Judah, few of 
them were doing what was evil in 
My eyes from their youth, for the 
children of Israel—few of them pro¬ 
voke Me with the work of their 


hands." In the beginning, neither the 
children of Israel nor the children of 
Judah committed evil flagrantly, but 
some of them commtled evil in 
secret. They were a small minority. 
Later, some of the children of Israel 
commenced to provoke God, i.e. to 
commit sins in public, but they too 
were a minority. Later, the children 
of Judah learned from the children 
of Israel to provoke God. 

31. since the day they built it— On 
the day that the Temple was founded, 
Solomon married Pharaoh's daught¬ 
er.—[Rashi from Niddah 70b; cf. 
Rashi, Prov. 31:1] The intention 
appears to be that from the day the 
Temple was built, the city of Jerusa¬ 
lem existed in provocation of God. 
Abarbanel questions this interpreta¬ 
tion since Jerusalem is mentioned 
here, not the Temple. Jerusalem was 
built, or enlarged by King David 
when he took it from the Jesubites, 
not by King Solomon. Maharsha 
{Niddah 70b) explains homiletically 
that when King Solomon married 
Pharaoh's daughter, he added 
power to the evil forces in the world, 
laying the basis for the building of 
Rome {Sanh. 21b). Thus, he explains 
our verse to mean that Jerusalem 
has “aroused My anger and My 
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pass/' Another difference is that the 
word “Molech” is not mentioned 
above. This may support Rashi’s 
view {Sank. 64b) that the Molech 
worship consisted merely of passing 
the child between two fires. The 
practice of burning them in fire was 
not the Molech worship but the 
worship of the gods of Sepharvaim.] 
which I neither commanded—even 
to practice in My worship, to make 


human sacrifices. — [Mezudath 

David] 

nor did it enter My mind—to ask 

for such a thing .—[Mezudath David ] 
to bring guilt upon Judah—They 
did this, not because they believed

33. And they turned their backs— 
This is figurative, like a person who 
does not wish to hear what his friend 
is saying to him; he turns his 
back.—[ Mezudalh David] 

I taught them —lit. and teaching 
them. This is a participle, (appre- 
nant in French). — [Rashi] The inten¬ 
tion is that I taught them through 
the true prophets.— [Redak] 

34. And they placed their abomina¬ 
tions —I.e. Ahaz and Manasseh.— 
[Redak] The Rabbis ( Sanh . 103b) 
state that Ahaz placed an idol in the 
upper story of the Temple, Manas¬ 


seh in the Temple proper, and Amon 
in the Holy of Holies. According to 
Tanhuma, Behukothai 3, Manasseh 
placed it in the Holy of Holies. See 
Rashi, Isaiah 28:20, where he does 
not mention Amon, but only that 
Manasseh placed it in the Temple 
proper, although he quotes the 
Rabbis’ interpretation of that verse, 
which they, in fact, interpret regard¬ 
ing Amon’s placing the idol in the 
Holy of Holies.

35. the high places of Baal —The 

high places made for the worship of

36. And now— Redak explains that 
this section refers to the future re¬ 
demption, whereas the section com¬ 
mencing with verse 42 refers to the 
return from Babylon.

and with My wrath —This alludes 
to the destruction of Jerusalem by 
the king of Babylon.—[Abarbanel] 
and with great fury —This alludes 
to the destruction of the Second 
Temple and the exile in which we are 
now.—[ Abarbanel] 
and I will restore them to this 
place —Concerning all of them, God 
says that He will restore them to 
Jerusalem, to the house of the Lord 
as in ancient times, and they shall 
dwell securely and never suffer any 
more exiles.— [Abarbanel] 

38. And they shall be —Because 
they shall be My people. . . .— 
[Abarbanel]

Kara explains that the Chaldean 
soldiers pour out the mounds to sur¬ 
round the city and from atop them 
breach the wall.

5. They come to war —Why were 
the houses demolished? Because the 
dwellers of Jerusalem came to war 
with the Chaldeans and did not 
open the gates for them. Therefore, 
the Chaldeans gathered strength and 
broke down the houses with cata¬ 
pults and axes until they captured 
the city.— [Redak] This follows 
Redak’s commentary on the preced¬ 
ing verse.

Mezudath David explains that, 
since the city dwellers came to fight

This alludes to the days of the 
Second Temple, when there will be 
no King descended from the 
Davidic dynasty, only the self- 
appointed Hasmonean kings, who 
left no survivors. In those days, 
Jerusalem will be the seat of the 
Sanhedrin, from where they will 


guide the populace as shepherds 
guide their flocks. Verse 13 speaks of 
the time of the Third Temple, when 
the “flocks shall again pass under 
the hands of one who counts them.” 
This alludes to Moses, who counted 
the Israelites several times while 
they were wandering through the 
desert. He will again count the 
people and direct the King Messiah. 
Lest we think that God will forget 
the House of David, the prophet 
goes on to assure them that God will 
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for His loving-kindness endures forever, bringing a thanks¬ 
giving offering to the House of the Lord, for I will restore the 
captivity of the land as at first, said the Lord. 12. So said the 
Lord of Hosts: There shall again be in this place that is waste 
without man or beast, and in all its cities a dwelling of 
shepherds resting [their] flocks. 13. In the cities of the moun¬ 
tain, in the cities of the lowland, and in the cities of the Negev 
and in the land of Benjamin and in the environs of Jerusalem 
and in the cities of Judah, flocks shall again pass under the 
hands of one who counts them, said the Lord.

A barbanel suggests that it may 
be allegorical, meaning that the 
populace will increase tremendously 
and that God will appoint a king 
over them who will not scatter them 
as the kings of Judah and Israel did, 
but he will be a faithful shepherd 
who will count them so that not 
even one of them will be lost. That is 
the connection of this verse to the 
following section.

appears that he explains it to mean, 
in their sight. I.e. these people be¬ 
lieve that just as God has rejected 
the royal and priestly families, so 
do they leach the populace that He 
has rejected the Jewish people, 
thereby causing them to despise 
being My nation. Redak explains: 
Since they, the royal and priestly 
families, have seen that the Lord has 
rejected them, their sons despise 
having the Jews as a nation before 
them, and they neither reprove them 
nor lead them in the straight path, 
for they believe that royalty and the 
priesthood have been abolished 
since most of Israel has been exiled 
and the remnant are under the 
sovereignty of the nations of the 
land. His father, Rabbi Joseph 
Kimchi, explains: Since My people 
believes that the Lord has rejected 
these two families, so do they 
despise them, and they refuse to fol¬ 
low His commandments and to be a 
nation before them, i.e. before these 
two families. According to him, we 
render: And My people despises 
them, no longer to be a nation be¬ 
fore them. 

Mezudath David explains: And 
My people they despise from being 
any longer a nation before them. 


Just as they claim that the two lead¬ 
ing families have been despised by 
God, so do they claim that My 
people is despised, not to be a nation 
before these two families, i.e. not to 
be led by them. 

25. If not IVf y covenant, etc.— If it 

is possible that the covenant that I 
formed with day and night to be in 
their time should be abolished, and if 
it is possible for the statutes of heaven 
and earth to be abolished as though / 
had not placed them, also the seed of 
Jacob, etc. Our Sages, however, ex¬ 
pounded it in regard to the covenant 
of the Torah and circumcision, to 
derive from here that because of them 
heaven and earth were created.

explains that the covenant of day 
and night alludes to the Torah, 
which must be studied both day and 
night, as in Jos. 1:8: “And you shall 
meditate in it day and night.”

This prophecy appears above in 
ch. 32, verses 3ff. Jeremiah was im¬ 
prisoned for prophesying the defeat 
of Jerusalem and the capture of 
Zedekiah. At that time, Zedekiah 
objected to the prophecy because it 


was announced in public, thereby 
impairing the morale of the soldiers. 
Now, Jeremiah was instructed to in¬ 
form Zedekiah personally, when no 
one else was present. Lest Zedekiah 
believe that Jeremiah had fabricated 
his dire prophecies because of his 
hatred for him, evidenced by the fact 
that once he was imprisoned he no 
longer prophesied, God instructed 
him to repeat this prophecy after his 
imprisonment to demonstrate that it

Jacob and David —Although both 
ruling families, viz. royalty and the 
priesthood, were mentioned above, 
the royal family is mentioned again 
since that is the main ruling power 
of the Jews, since everyone fears the 
government and, therefore, adheres 
to its commands. Rabbi Jonah [Ibn 
Janah] the grammarian claims that 
“Jacob" is a substitute for Aaron. 
Hence, we have a repetition of both 
families.— [Redak] 

Ibn Ezra explains that Scripture 
intentionally mentions the seed of 
Jacob since the Torah prohibits 
appointing a man from any other 
nation to be king over Israel. Hence, 
the verse enumerates the two re¬ 
quired pedigrees of the king of 
Israel, stating that, just as the laws 
of nature are irrevocable, so are the 
laws of the kingship irrevocable, and 
that the king of Israel will always be 


a scion of both Jacob and David.— 
[Redak] 

when I bring back their captivity 

—This will transpire when I bring 
their captivity back to their land and 
I have mercy on them. Then I will

and with the burnings of your fore¬ 
fathers —So was their custom, to burn 
for the kings their bier and the uten¬ 
sils they used.—[Rashi from Avodah 
Zarah 1 la] We also find that, when 
Asa, king of Judah, died, aromatic 
spices were placed on his bier and 
burned (II Chron. 16:14).— [Redak] 

and “Ah lord” shall they lament

All this pomp was afforded Zede¬ 
kiah at his funeral since he died a 
natural death.

8. after King Zedekiah had made a 
covenant —In the seventh year of his 
reign. So we learned it in Seder Olam 
(ch. 26): “ And it came to pass in the 
seventh year . . . men came of the 
elders of Judah (sic) to inquire of the 
Lord” (Ezekiel 20:1). They said to 
Ezekiel, " The slave of a priest whom 
his owner sold—what is the ruling 
regarding whether he may eat of the 
priest's due?” That is to say, because 
they wanted to say that they should 
not be punished for infracting the 
commandment by returning the 
slaves. — [Rashi] Note that the cor¬ 
rect reading is “the elders of Israel 
Rashi explains that their intention 
was that they should not be pun¬ 
ished for breaking this covenant 
since God had “sold them” to the 
Chaldeans, thus freeing them from 
all obligations to Him, just as a slave 
belonging to a priest may not eat 
terumah , the part of the grain given 
to the priest, since he is no longer 
the slave of a priest, so are they free 
from observing the rules of God 


since they no longer belong to Him. 
See Rashi, Ezekiel 20:1. 

They repented of that sin (i.e. of 
keeping freed slaves in bondage) and 
made a covenant to establish that 
liberty. In that year, King Zedekiah 
made a covenant with the people of 
Jerusalem to proclaim freedom to 
them, meaning to the manservants 
and the maidservants.— [Redak] 

9. go free, that none should 
hold .. .—This verse involves two 
innovations: 1) that all slaves, even 
those who had not worked for six 
years, as prescribed by the Torah, 
were to be freed, and 2) that there¬ 
after no one was to make bondmen 
of his fellow Jews.— [Malbim] Mezu- 
dath David explains the verse as 
referring to those who had already 
completed the prescribed period of 
six years labor. 

his Jewish brother —Abarbanel 
explains that the intention is that, 
not only were the slaves Hebrews, as 
in the beginning of the verse, but 
they were also Judahites, members

11. But afterwards they turned— 

After that, they reneged on their 
agreement and took back their 
slaves; i.e. they seized them forcibly 
to be manservants and maidser¬ 
vants.— [Mezudath David] 

Malbim conjectures that at that 
lime many of the poor people were 
enslaved by the wealthier classes in 
order to pay their debts to them. 
During the siege, Zedekiah feared 
that they would rebel or defect to the 
Chaldeans, as indeed happened later 
to the Romans in such a case. He, 
therefore, proclaimed that they 
make a covenant to free the slaves in 
order to avoid the rebellion. When 
the siege was over, and with it the 
threat of rebellion, the former 
owners took back their former 
slaves. In this, they committed two 
sins: 1) they violated the covenant 
and the oath, and 2) they enslaved 


people who were completely free 
men, in effect, kidnapping or steal¬ 
ing them.— [Malbim] 

12. Then the word of the Lord came 
to Jeremiah —This is the prophecy 
mentioned in verse 8. Since the 
entire background was given. Scrip¬

out of the house of slaves —Just as I 
freed them from being slaves, so 
should they not keep their brethren, 
freemen like themselves, as slaves.— 
[Malbim] 

14 “At the end of seven years”— 
Actually, at the beginning of the 
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was not mandatory, it was God’s 
will.— [Daath Soferim] 
behold I proclaim freedom to 
you —from Me, that l am not your 
master to save you, and you shall be 
free to the sword and to the famine.

No doubt, the emancipation of 
the slaves was accompanied by a 
ceremony amidst great celebration. 
All this, no doubt, impressed all 
spectators with the idea that it is 
improper for one Jew to subjegate 
another.— [Daath Soferim] 

16. and profaned My Name —by 
transgressing the oath of the cove¬ 
nant.— [Mezudath David] 
and you took back —Thus trans¬ 
gressing the prohibition of stealing, 
as explained above.— [Malbim] 
whom you had let free —Since they 


were completely free, you were liter¬ 
ally stealing them by taking them 
back.— [Malbim] 

The emancipation, had hallowed 
God's Name by demonstrating that 
He commanded to treat the poor, 
unfortunates kindly and justly, for, 
although He had decreed poverty 
upon them. He had not decreed that 
they perish in their poverty. Now 
that the slave masters abrogated the 
oath, they had sworn by God’s 
Name, they demonstrated that god’s 
Name meant little to them in con¬ 
trast to what they had promised 
with this Name.

Concerning those mentioned 
above as “You have not hearkened 
to Me. . God says, “behold I 
proclaim freedom to you ... to the 
sword. . He declares that the 


sword would rule over them without 
hindrance. These people, however, 
were not those who had entered the 
covenant. Concerning those who 
had entered the covenant, however. 
He proclaimed a more severe pun¬ 
ishment, “I will deliver them into 
the hands of their enemies . . . and 
their dead bodies shall become food 
for the birds. . .— [Alschich]

18. when they cut the calf in two— 

Whey they returned and forced them 
to be slaves, they all made a covenant 
to rebel against the Omnipresent and 
cut a calf in two and passed between 
its parts to rebel against Him, and 
that was a strong covenant and a final 
one, saying, “So shall the one who 
transgresses be cut and divided ."— 
[Rashi from Seder Olam 26] Kara 
maintains that, according to the 
simple meaning, this was the cove¬ 
nant made by King Zedekiah to free 
the slaves, not a covenant to rebel 
against God, so I bn Nachmiash and 
Abarbanei Abarbanel explains that 
the practice of cutting the calf in two 
was to denote that, although the two 
parlies of the covenant are individ¬ 
uals, the covenant joins them, just 
as the two parts of the calf were once 
one. This practice was followed 
whenever a covenant was made. 

19. The princes of Judah, etc.— 
They were the ones who entered into 
the covenant— [Abarbanel, Mezu- 


dath David] The princes of Judah 
were those living in the cities outside 
Jerusalem.— [A barbanel ] 
Apparently, not all of Israel had 
entered into the covenant, only the 
princes of Judah, the princes of 
Jerusalem, and the most prominent 
of the people, but not the king or the 
poorest of the land.— [Alschich] 

20. I will deliver them —Because of 
the long interruption of verses 18 
and 19, this clause is repeated.— 
[Mezudath David] Malbim explains 
that they would be punished for 
violating the covenant of the Torah 
and also the covenant that they had 
made. Verse 18 tells that God would 
deliver them for these two reasons: 
1) who have transgressed My cove¬ 
nant, meaning the covenant of the 
Torah, and 2) who have not kept the 
words of the covenant which they 
made before Me, meaning Zede- 
kiah’s covenant. In verse 20, He 
elaborates: I will deliver them into 
the hand[s] of their enemies for 
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back their slaves. From the follow¬ 
ing chapter we see that the Rechab- 
iles refused to stray from their 
father's order not to drink wine. 
This served as a lesson to the Jews to 
observe God’s commandments. 
Since the prophecy came to Jere¬ 
miah during Jehoiakim’s reign, it is 
slated here, lest we think that it 
came to him during the siege. 

The following chapter deals with 
the Rechabiles, the descendants of 
Jonadab son of Rechab. They traced 
their lineage back to Hobab, Moses’ 


father-in-law. In Sifre, Beha'alothe- 
cha 10:29, there is a view that Jethro, 
Moses' father-in-law, was also 
called Hobab, Reuel, and Keni. He 
was called Hobab, meaning “lov¬ 
ing,” since he loved the Torah. Just 
as he loved the Torah, so did his 
children. See Judges 1:16: “And the 
children of Keni, the father-in-law 
of Moses, went up from the city of 
date palms, with the children of 
Judah into the wilderness of Judah, 
which is south of Arad, and he went 
and dwelt with the people.’’ When

22. Behold I command —that 
Pharaoh's army return to his land, 
and the Chaldeans return upon you. 
— [Rashi] 

Since Nebuchadnezzar, in the 
midst of his siege on Jerusalem, will 
hear the news of Pharaoh’s army 
coming from Egypt, and will aban¬ 
don the siege, the prophet exhorts 
the people not to rejoice, since he 
will soon return to the city and burn 


it and lay the entire land waste.— 
[Abarbanel] 

1. in the days of Jehoiakim— 

Abarbanel remarks that the proph¬ 
ecies are not recorded in chronologi¬ 
cal order since the preceding 
prophecy came to him in the days of 
Zedekiah. He conjectures that the 
prophecies were collected by the 
Men of the Great Assembly and 
arranged according to the order in 
which they found them, not particu¬ 
larly in chronological order. If Jere¬ 
miah was the final editor, as appears 
from Baba Bathra 15, perhaps he 
wrote them as he recalled them, or if 
he had written them on individual 
scrolls, perhaps he put them to¬ 
gether in the order in which he 
found them. He further suggests 
that, although the following prohecy 
came to Jeremiah during Jehoia- 
kim’s reign, he told the people about 
it in conjunction with the previous 
castigation of the people for taking 
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function of the chamber of the sons 
of Hanan. Daath Mikra conjectures 
that they may have been the disci¬ 
ples of Hanan, known in other 
places as,D'*K , 33r] ’p. In any case, we 
do not know their function in the 
Temple.

5. goblets —Large flagons in

Moses said to Hobab, “Please, do 
not leave us" (Num, 10:31), he 
replied, “I will go and proselytize 
my fellow countrymen and then 
return to you." And so he did. For 
this, he was given the fat land of 
Jericho to eat the produce thereof 
until the building of the Temple, at 
which time, the tribe in whose terri¬ 
tory the Temple was built would re¬ 
ceive that land, in order that all 
Israel would have a share in the 
Temple. They gave it to the sons of 
Jethro for 440 years. The students 
among them left it and went to Oth- 
niel the son of Kenaz, also known as 
Jabez, in the wilderness of Judah 
which was in the Negev, to study 
Torah, and he went and dwelt with 
the people, meaning the students sit¬ 
ting before him, for Jabez had 
prayed to God to provide him with 
proper students, as it is stated: “And 
Jabez called to God, etc " (I Chron.

We have no indication of the 
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ed cities and towns. The open 
spaces, too, ease one’s tension and 
insure him of a long, healthy life. He 
accounts for his interdiction of wine 
in the same manner as Redak. Mid- 
rashically, however, this interdict is 
explained as a token of mourning 
for the Temple, which was destined 
to be destroyed. He considered it as 
though it was already destroyed. 


This interpretation is found in Sifre, 
Beha'alothecha 10:29, Tanhuma, 
Shemini 5. According to these mid- 
rashim, Jonadab the son of Rechab 
lived at the time of Jeremiah. Per¬ 
haps this name was used repeatedly 
in the family.

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ancj I said to them, “Drink wine.” 6. And they said, “We will 
not drink wine, for Jonadab the son of Rechab, our father, 
commanded us saying, “You shall not drink wine, you or your 
children forever. 7. And you shall not build a house, neither 
shall you sow nor shall you plant a vineyard, nor shall you have 
[any], but you shall dwell in tents all your days in order that 
you live many days on the face of the land where you dwell. 


—Jeremiah did not command in 
God’s name to drink wine. He visit¬ 
ed them personally as one visits 
prominent people and then invited 
them to come to the Temple, where 
he served them cups of wine. He did 
not serve them wine in an ordinary 
place, lest they say, “We are not 
drunkards.” He served them wine in 
a holy place, where there is no 
drunkenness, leaving them no ex¬ 
cuse for their abstinence but their 
adherence to the commandment of 
their progenitor, Jonadab the son of 
Rechab.— [Alschich]

but you shall dwell in tents —in the 

deserts where you dwell. They had no 


share in the land since they were the 
children of proselytes .— 

in order that you live many days— 
Houses, fields, and vineyards keep a 
person from moving away from his 
place in the event of a catastrophe, 
such as famine or war, and he may 
die from worry. If he has no definite 
place, as long as one place is good, 
he stays there. When it is no longer 
suitable, he travels on. Jonadab 
therefore, commanded them to be 
tent dwells and to travel from place 
to place rather than to settle in one 
place and build a house, sow a field, 
and plant a vineyard. We find also 
that the Patriarchs traveled from 
place to place, moving their camp in 
limes of famine. Jonadab's com¬ 
mandment forbidding his posterity 
to imbibe wine is easily understood 
in the light of the warnings against 
drunkenness found in Proverbs and 
in the Prophetic Books. Isaiah at¬ 
tributes the exile of the Ten Tribes to 
overindulgence in wine, as was also 
the exile of Judah and Benjamin. See 
Isaiah 28.— [Redak] 

Ibn Nachmiash explains that the 
clear, unpolluted air in the wilder¬ 
ness is more inducive to longevity 
than is the polluted air of the crowd- 
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hands of the Chaldeans and their regards drinking wine, however, his 
allies.

1. in the fourth year —After the 
death of Josiah in the war (II Kings 
23:29), the land was in a state of 
shock because of the death of the 
righteous king. Slowly they re¬ 
covered from shock and gained 
courage and hope that they would 
be able to remain in existence 
despite the difficulties of the time. 

The Scroll of Lamentations, part 
of which was written by Jeremiah at 
that time, was diametrically oppo¬ 
site to that aim of the princes. Its 
contents were extremely alarming 
and awoke them thoughts of 
despair, matching the atmosphere of 
Tish’ah B’Ab or other mourning 
periods. 

In this year, too, Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar’s military prowess became mani¬ 
fest in his victories over many 


nations. The general feeling was that 
much courage was required in order 
to avoid being downtrodden by this 
great power.— [Daath Soferim ] 

2 . a roll of a book —I.e. a roll of 
parchment, destined to become a 
book after it is written.— [Redak. 
Mezudath David] 

and write upon it —all the proph¬ 
ecies from the beginning of the Book 
until here. Our Rabbis, however,

Scripture does not mention it.— 
[Mezudath David] 

We find that he was imprisoned at 
the beginning of the Jehoiakim's 
reign (26:1, 8). It is, however, unlike¬ 
ly that he was still in prison in the 
fourth year. It is, therefore, likely, as 
Mezudath David conjectures, that 
this was another incident, not men¬ 
tioned anywhere else. It is also pos¬ 
sible that he was not in prison. He 
means merely, “I am restricted; I 
may not enter the House of the 
Lord." He sent Baruch because he, 
himself, was not allowed entry into 
the Temple. Should he enter, he 
would be placed in the stocks, as 
above 29:26. Moreover, we find in 
verse 19 that he was free to hide.— 
[Daath Soferim, also Daath Mikra]

6 . the words of the Lord —The 
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of Shaphan the scribe —He read it in 
that chamber so that Gemariah, 
who was a wise man and a scribe, 
should see the words.— [Abarbanel] 
in the upper court —That is the 
Ezraih Kohanim, the court of the 
priests, located at the height of the 
Temple Mount, above the Ezrath 
Israel, the court of the Israelites.— 
[Mezudaih David] 


at the entrance —This chamber 
stood at the entrance to the gate.— 
[Mezudath David] 
the new gate —That is the Eastern 
Gate ; so did Jonathan translate .— 
[flas/j/] Redak refers us to 26:10, 
where the matter is discussed at 
length. Mezudaih David conjectures 
that the gate fell in and was rebuilt 
anew.

This is evidence to the 
Rabbis' view that this was the Book 
of Lamentations, written with divine 
inspiration, but not with prophecy. 
— [Abarbanel, Malbim] 

in the chamber of Gemariah the son 
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11. And Micaiah the son of Gemariah the son of Shaphan 
heard all the words of the Lord from upon the book. 12. And 
he went down to the house of the king to the chamber of the 
scribe, and behold there all the officers were sitting: Elishama 
the scribe and Delaiah the son of Shemaiah and Elnathan the 
son of Achbor and Gemariah the son of Shaphan and Zedekiah 
the son of Hananiah and all the officers.

—within the prison yard, lest the 
king be wroth with you when he 
hears this and harm you.— [Redak] 

Malbim explains that if Jeremiah 
had written the scroll and Baruch 
had copied it of his own volition, 
there would be no danger to Jere¬ 
miah, since he wrote the scroll for 
his own use. If, however, Baruch 
wrote the original scroll as an agent 
of Jeremiah, his life would be in 
danger as well. It is known that 
Jehoiakim was wicked and the 
people of his generation were right¬ 
eous, the opposite of Zedekiah's 
generation. We find that Jehoiakim 
sought to kill Jeremiah whereas the 
officers sought to rescue him. In 
Zedekiah’s time, it was the opposite, 
that the officers sought to kill him 
and Zedekiah saved him (38:10). 
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her.” He immediately cut out all the 
mentions of the Holy Name and 
burned them in the fire. 

he rent—Heb. nyi^’, like nyij?.— 
[Rashi] Although the grammatical 
form is the future tense, the inten¬ 
tion is the past. 


Redak explains that “when he 
read three and four pages." He takes 
the Hebrew term nin*?i, lit. doors, to 
mean pages, called so because they 
open and close like doors.

and the brazier—Heb. nxn. Our 
Rabbis (Shabbath 21a) defined it as 
wood, called so because they burn 
with brotherhood. (That is to say that 
they are ignited one from the other, 
like brothers, who benefit each other. 
Omitted in other editions.) And 
according to its simple meaning, it 


appears that it is a vessel upon which 
they kindle fire before the princes .— 
[Rashi] Another view expressed in 
the Talmud is that riNn is derived 
from meaning ‘willows/ 

Jonathan renders: fire. In verse 24, 
however, he renders: embers. 

23. three .. . verses —Our Rabbis 
(Moed Katan 26a) stated: This was 
the Scroll of Lamentations. They 
read before him, “(1:1) How. . .(:2) 
She weeps . . .(:3) Judah has been 
exiled. . .(:4) The roads of Zion are 
mournful." Despite all this, he was 
not troubled. He said, “lam the king 
over the survivors.'’ As soon as he 
read, “(:5) Her adversaries have 
become the head," he said, “From 
now on, l am no longer the king." 
Immediately, he rent it with a scribe’s 
razor. — [Rashi] Redak quotes the 
passage in its entirety. After hearing 
the fourth verse read, Jehoiakim 
asked, “Who says so?" He read 
further, “For the Lord has saddened 
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lore chosen by Jehoiakim to seize 
Jeremiah and Baruch. 

Daath Soferim conjectures that, 
since the matter was very important,

24. were neither frightened nor did 
they rend their garments—They 
should have been frightened and 
they should have rent their garments 
upon hearing these words, and they 
sould have repented of their sins be¬ 
fore God. Yet they were not 
troubled when they heard this 
prophecy. I.e. the king and all his 
servants who were with him in his 


palace were not frightened, but the 
officers who came to the king and 
reported the reading to him were 
frightened, as above verse 16, and 
they had entreated the king not to 
burn the roll. Our Rabbis say, 
however, that this verse indicates 
that they should have rent their 
clothing because of the burning of 
the roll. They rely on this verse for 
the ruling that, if one witnesses a 
sepher Torah being forcibly burnt, 
he is required to rend his garments. 
—[Redak from Moed Katan 26a] 

25. entreated.—Heb. wash, sup¬ 
plicated. —[ Rashi ] 

26. commanded—This expression 
connotes that he demanded very 
strongly that Jeremiah and Baruch 
be seized.—[ Daath Soferim] 

the king’s son— Daath Mikra 
conjectures that he was the son of 
Manasseh or Amon, who followed

when Nebuchadnezzar came to 
destroy Jerusalem, he encamped in 
Riblah. The Great Sanhedrin came 
down to him. They asked him, “Has 
the time arrived for the Temple to be 
destroyed?” He replied, “No, but 
Jehoiakim has rebelled against me. 
Deliver him to me, and I will go.” 
They went to him and told him, 
“Nebuchadnezzar wants you.” 
After refuting his protests, they 
lowered him over the wall into the 
Chaldean camp. Some say that they 
lowered him alive, and some say 
that they lowered him dead.

31. all the evil—that is stated in 
the roll.— [Mezudaih David] He will 
not be punished immediately, but 
when 1 visit evil upon them, his 
sons and all his princes who did not 
deter him from burning the scroll 
will be punished.— [Daath Soferim] 

32. many words like those— At 

first, there were three alphabetical 
acrostics : “(Lam. ch. 1) O how . . . 
remained,” “(2) How . . . brought 
darkness,” “(4) How dim . . . has 
become” And he added to it, “(3) / 
am the man,” in which every letter is 
tripled” — [Rashi from Lew Rabbah, 
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'lhat the king recognized Jeremiah’s 
mission not to predict the bleak 
future, but to pray that God relent 
and have pity on Israel. They do not 
consider themselves worthy of pray- 
• irig to God, since they were already 
far from Him, and their prayer 
stood little chance of being accepted, 
'for not every prayer is accepted (see 
below 42:2). The faith in the power 
of prayer was very strong. Daath 
Safe rim sees the delegation men¬ 
tioned in ch. 21 as a different one, in 
which one of the delegates is also 
.Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah. 
There the reply is negative and fore¬ 
boding. There was, however, also an 


appeal to the House of David to 
preserve the execution of justice 
among the people despite the trying 
situation.

The 
Babylonian army retreated because 
of the Egyptian army. Then, Zede- 
kiah sent again to Jeremiah, perhaps 
there was new hope. Both these 
delegations, recorded in different 
places, far from one another, were 
actually close to one another 
chronologically. They were recorded 
in different places because of their 
connection to the matter stated in 
each place. Here it was Jeremiah’s 
release from prison.’

2. And neither he nor his servants 
nor the people of the land —Since, in 
Jehoiakim’s generation, the people 
listened to Jeremiah, and only the 
king was wicked, as we see in the 
preceding chapter. Scripture tells 
that in Zedekiah’s generation it was 
not so, for the people did not listen 
to the prophet, and the king was 


swayed to follow the people.— 
[Mai him] 

3. And King Zedekiah sent.. .— 

Abarbanel identifies this delegation 
with that mentioned above (ch. 21). 
Since Nebuchadnezzar besieged the 
city but once during Zedekiah s 
reign, there is no doubt that the 
siege mentioned above is that men¬ 
tioned here. Hence, the delegation 
mentioned there is the one men¬ 
tioned here, for Zedekiah sent only 
one delegation during that siege. 
This delegation consisted of three 
members: Zephaniah son of Maa¬ 
seiah the priest, Pashhur the son of 
Milkiah, and Jehucal the son of 
Shelemiah. Zephaniah, being the 
leader of the delegation, is men¬ 
tioned in both places, and one of the 
other delegates is mentioned in each 
place. Above, the intention is to 
relate the prophecy that came to 
Jeremiah at that time, and here the 
intention is to relate the time Jere¬ 
miah was freed from prison. There¬ 
fore, the prophecy is related in brief.

They were coming in ships, and the 
Holy One, blessed be He, signaled to 
the sea and caused a type of bottles 
and jlasks (i.e. injlated) resembling 
human skins to jloat on it.

4. And Jeremiah was coming and 
going among the people —When 
Zedekiah assumed the throne, he gave 
an order and they freed him from the 
jail where Jehoiakim had imprisoned 
him, for Zedekiah was a righteous 
man and the people of his generation 
were wicked, whereas Jehoiakim was 
a wicked man and the people of his 
generation were righteous. — [Rashi] 
The fact that Zedekiah sent a 
delegation to the prophet was an 
indication that the people did not 
prevent him from doing so. This was 
an encouraging event, perhaps God 
would have pity on them. Also, the 
fact that Zedekiah released Jeremiah 
from prison was encouraging. Until 
now, he was kept in prison to make 
him unhappy and prevent the Holy 
Spirit from resting upon him.

ders: To share his inheritance among 
the people, and as long as the 
Chaldeans were besieging it, he did 
not leave it, for he prayed that it 
should not be taken.

Accordingly, we must assume that a 
relative of his had died in Anathoth 
and he had to go there in connection 
with the inheritance. Redak renders: 
To escape thence into the midst of 
the people. He feared arrest and 
sought to avoid it. According to 
Pesikta Rabbathi (27:4), quoted by 
Redak, he went there to receive his 
portion of the priests’ due among 
the priests of Anathoth.

16. and to the cells —Jonathan ren¬ 
ders: within the cells. There were cells 
before that prison. — [Rashi] A bar- 
banel asserts that the dungeon was 
the worst prison. Isaiah da Trani ex¬ 
plains that the cells were built within 
the dungeon, which was a deep pit. 
The prisoners were confined in the 
cells near the mouth of the dungeon. 
Should they attempt to escape, they 
would fall into the pit of the dun¬ 
geon. 

Kara renders: When Jeremiah 
came to the dungeon that was on the 
side of the cells, then he stayed there 
many days. According to these exe- 
getes, the dungeon is synonymous 
with the prison in the house of 
Jonathan the scribe. Mezudath 
David, however, in connecting this 
verse to the preceding one, renders; 
Whence Jeremiah came to the dun¬ 
geon, etc. It appears that he came 
from the house of Jonathan the 
scribe to the dungeon. Perhaps 
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Release me from there lest I die 
there from the unbearable condi¬ 
tions in that prison. 

21. and they committed Jeremiah 
to the prison yard —This was a less 
severe imprisonment, where there 
was no danger of his dying.— 
[Abarbanel, Mezudath David] Mal- 


bini claims that he was no longer 
under arrest, but was free to come 
and go at will. Zedekiah imprisoned 
him only after the prophecy related 
in ch. 34. 

and [he commanded] to give 

him —This follows Mezudath David. 
Jonathan renders: and they gave 
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17. And King Zedekiah sent and took him, and the king asked 
him secretly in his house, and he said, “Is there a word from the 
Lord?”

17. And King Zedekiah sent, etc.— 

This verse tells us that when Jere¬ 
miah was in the dungeon in the 
house of Jonathan the scribe, Zede¬ 
kiah sent for him and called him 
secretly to his house, where he asked 
him, "Is there a word from the 
Lord?" l.e. are there any recent 
prophecies'? Zedekiah himself feared 
God, but his courtiers and his 
people were wicked. Jeremiah 
replied, "There is." And he said, 
"You shall be given into the hands 
of the king of Babylon." The inten¬ 
tion is that, although Jeremiah's 
troubles had increased and become 
more and more serious, and the 
officers were mistreating him con¬ 
siderably, God did not fail to convey 
His prophecy to him. He slated 
emphatically to the king that this 
same prophecy, viz. that he would 


be given into the hands of the king 
of Babylon, came constantly to him 
without any change.— [Abarbanel] 
Malbim explains that Zedekiah 
knew already that the city would be 
burned. About his own fate, 
however, he did not know, since this 
prophecy preceded that of 34:21. 

18. “What have I sinned" —1 have 
only reported the word of God.— 
[Abarbanel] 

19. And where are your proph¬ 
ets — Heb. trip. The "kethib" is 
and where is it? The implication is, 
where is the word of your prophets 
upon which you have relied?— 
[Redak] Abarbanel explains this 
question literally. Where are the 
prophets who prophesied that the 
king of Babylon would not come? 
They are all hiding in shame. 

20. and let me not die there— 
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shall live, and he shall have his life 
as a prey — ll is as though he plun¬ 
dered his life to keep it for him¬ 
self .—[Mezudath David] 

Malbim explains this apparent 
tautology to mean that, whoever 
goes out to the Chaldeans and is not 
slain by the guards appointed by the 
king to prevent defection, will 


remain alive and not be slain by the 
Chaldeans. Since many people go 
out to the enemy to fight and 
plunder, the prophet states that, in 
this ease, the plunder will be the life 
of the defector. 

4. “This man should be put to 
death now” —Since Zedekiah com¬ 
manded to release Jeremiah from 
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from the street of the bakers until all the bread of the city was 
gone, and Jeremiah stayed in the prison yard.

Abarbanel explains: Why are you 
quarreling with me? Behold he is in 
your hands, for the king cannot do 
anything to you since you prevent 
him from doing anything. Mezudath 
David explains: You are rebelling 
against the king, and he has no 
ability to stop you from doing what 
you wish.

pit —Then the officers paid no heed 
to the king, and against his wishes, 
they cast Jeremiah into the pit of 
Malchiah the king's son, for that pit 
was in the prison yard, and it was as 
if they did not disobey the king’s 
order that he stay in the prison yard, 
for the pit was there, but it was full 
of mud, and the prophet sank into

“My lord the king, 
these men have done harm with all they have done to Jeremiah 
the prophet, [let alone] that they cast [him] into the pit. He 
would have died in his place because of the famine, for there is 
no more bread in the city.” 10. And the king commanded 


them is whether the surname 
“Kushi” refers to the king, Zede- 
kiah, stating that he was much 
more righteous than those of his 
generation, or to the servant, 
Baruch, stating that he was much 
more righteous than his generation, 
or, according to our editions of 
Sifre, than all the courtiers.

Alternatively, he would have died 
through the absence of any positive 
act, but now, they are committing

Redak explains that, as long as 
Jeremiah was in the prison yard, 
people would see him and show 
clemency to him by giving him food. 
Also, he still had the king’s ration of 
bread. Now that they cast him into 
the pit, no one would see him to give 
him food. He would therefore, 
starve. The intention is that food 
was scarce in the city, not that there 
was none at all. Accordingly, we 
should render: He will die in his 
place because of the famine, for 
there is no more bread in the city. 

Abarbanel objects to this inter¬ 
pretation since Jeremiah would 
receive the king's ration in any case 
even in the pit. He explains it as fol¬ 
lows: My lord the king, these men 
have done harm with all they have 
done to Jeremiah the prophet. I.e. 
by imprisoning him in the house of 
Jonathan, as well as all his other 
imprisonments. The worst thing 
they did to him was that they cast 
him into the pit. If their intention 
was that he should die, they should 
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‘‘Shake your head on the mud, lest melech the Cushite, and Saul. Now 
you fall asleep.” And Ebed-melech why was he called Cushite? For just 
the Cushite heard.

He found worn clouts 
and rags, an indication that any 
small, insignificant thing was kept 
during those trying times, since

—The locations of these 
entrances can be seen on the 
diagram of the Temple, appended to 
Tractate Middoth in Blackman’s 
Mishnayoth, vol. 5.

Redak, too, quotes Yerushalmi 
Eruvin 5:1, which identifies this gate 
with the Eastern Gate of the Temple 
Court, giving six other names for 
this gate and the reason for each 
appellation. Redak, himself, prefers 
to believe that it was one of the gales 
of Jerusalem, as appears from the 
wording of the verse, that, as soon as 
a breach was made in the walls of 
the city, the officers sat in ihe gate, 
indicating that it was the gate of the 
city.

He stood 
in awe as though Nebuchadnezzar 
was there personally. Below (52:12), 
Scripture states, “he stood before 
the king of Babylon in Jerusalem.” 
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6. And the king of Babylon slaughtered Zedekiah's sons in 
Riblah before his eye, and the king of Babylon slaughtered all 
the nobles of Judah. 7. And he blinded Zedekiah’s eyes, and he 
bound him with copper chains to bring him to Babylon. 8. And 
the king's palace and the houses of the people the Chaldeans 
burnt with fire, and they demolished the walls of Jerusalem.

Thus, he was 
descended from proselytes.— [Redak 
from Yerushahni Sanh. 2:3] 

The source of this statement that 
she was of royal descent is not found 
there. Pseudo-Rashi, I Chron. 2:26, 
cites Yerushahni Yebanioth. This 
source, loo, is unknown to us. 

Redak quotes further a Rabbinic 
maxim ( Pesikia Rahhalhi 2:5): Do 
not trust a proselyte until twenty- 


four generations, for behold, he 
assassinated Gedaliah. In his com¬ 
mentary on Chronicles, he enumer¬ 
ates the twenty-four generations 
from Alarah to Ishmael. 

In addition to IshmaeTs descent 
from proselytes, we find among his 
forebears an emancipated Egyptian 
slave, named Jarha (I Chron. 2:35), 
which is considered a stigma and

He replies that they indeed 
heard of the conquest of Jerusalem, 
but they thought that, since Nebu- 
zaradan left the poor people in the 
land, that he also left the Temple, or, 
at least, part of it, so that the people 
could go there to make their sacri¬ 
fices. They were also unaware of 
Gedaliah’s appointment as governor 
until they heard of it while traveling. 
They therefore decided to go to him. 

Abarbanel rejects the supposition 
that they had not heard of the de¬ 
struction of the Temple for two 
months. He asserts that they had 
indeed heard of it and, therefore, 
practiced all these manifestations of 
mourning. Nevertheless, they 
brought offerings to offer up at the 
Temple site although the Temple no 
longer existed there. Mezudath 
David follows this explanation, 
citing a Talmudic maxim (Meg. 
10a), that sacrifices may be brought 
even when there is no Temple. 

Malbim explains that Ishmael 
wished to create the' illusion that

17. in Geruth Chimham —In the 
sojourning place that David gave to 
Chimham the son of Barzilai (he

after Jonathan] Perhaps Chimham

— [Malbim] This 
is an anthropomorphism. The 
expression of repenting is used 
regarding the Deity when matters 


change fundamentally. This is simi¬ 
lar to what people call repenting. A 
person repents when the situation 
reveals itself to be different from 
what it was thought to have been. 
Regarding the Deity, it relates only 
to the future, nol to the past, but 
since the results are identical, it is 
called repentance. Here, too. God 
reveals to Israel through Jeremiah 
that regarding the future, the evil 
will nol continue, for things have 
changed essentially. Instead of the 
proud and powerful people, there 
were now jusl humble and broken 
people, ready to follow God's way 
and lo rebuild the people anew.—

— Ihis translation follows Redak. 
Jeremiah saw by the expression on 
their faces that they wished to 
migrate to Egypt.

renders: You have erred with your 
souls, for you have sent me. etc. Had 
you not seni me to pray to God on 
your behalf and to ask Him whether 
you should lice to Egypt, you would 
have been unintentional sinners. 
Now. however, since you have sent 
me to inquire of God and you reluse 
to obey, you are intentional sinners. 
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were overcome by the fear of Chal¬ 
deans who might attack them and 
slay them because of the assassina¬ 
tion of Cicdaliah and the Chaldeans 
who were with him. Moreoever. 
they became frightened to live in the 
land which God cares for constant¬ 


ly, and where He punishes severely 
for infractions of His Law. 

1. all these words —I.e. the afore¬ 
mentioned. —[Mezudaih David] 

2. Azariah the son of Hoshaiah— 
Perhaps identical with Je/aniah the 
son of Hoshaiah. mentioned above 
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you have sent me to the Lord your God, saying, “Pray for us to 
the Lord our God, and according to all that the Lord our God 
shall say, so tell us, and we will do [it].” 21. And I told you 
today, but you did not hearken to the voice of the Lord your 
God or to all that He sent me to you.

Abarbanel explains the change 
that came over the people who were 


previously ready to accept anything 
the prophet would tell them, and 
later reneged. He notes that the 
assassination of Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam took place on Rosh 
Hashanah. during the Ten Days of 
Penlience, and they appealed to the 
prophet to inquire of God w hat they 
should do. At that time, their souls 
were purified, and they were ready 
to worship God with devotion. 
Therefore, they appealed to the 
prophet to inquire ol God what they 
should do and were willing to accept 
any reply he would give them. After 
Yom Kippur, however, [the el feet ot 
the penitential days wore oil. and] 
they reverted to their folly. They 
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lo Jeremiah, al ihe same time entic¬ 
ing him lo forbid them to go to 
bgypt. They believed this since they 
could not conceive of God forbid¬ 
ding them lo go to tgypi, a land safe 
from danger, and commanding 
them lo remain in ihe land of Judah, 
where Nebuchadnezzar was likely to 
allack ihem. To deprive Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar of his free choice was a 
miracle contrary to ihe laws of 
nature. They did not believe that 


God would perform such a miracle 
unnecessarily.

3. But Baruch the son of Neriah 
incites you —As will be related in ch. 
45, Baruch sought to become a 
prophet, but was unsuccessful in his 
attempts. He still hoped that in the 
Holy Land, a land conducive to that 
end, he would perhaps achieve his 
goal. In Lgypl, however, a land 
steeped in idolatry and sorcery, 
there was no hope. Therefore, 
Baruch, in order to attain his 
desires, strove to remain in the land 
of prophecy, not in Lgypt, a land 


hateful to him. Consequently, the 
people suspected him of inciting 
Jeremiah against them. I.e. they 
believed that Baruch had persuaded 
Jeremiah to forbid the Right to 
Lgypl, and that Jeremiah presented 
it as a prophetic message. The 
phrase, “in order to deliver us, etc." 
does not mean that that was 
Baruch's intention, but that that 
would be the result of Baruch's 
persuasion .—[A barbanel] 

Mezudath David explains this 
phrase in its simple sense. He con¬ 
jectures that there was strife be¬ 
tween Baruch and the people, and 
they suspected him ol plotting their 
downfall. 

Malbim explains that they saw 
Baruch circulating among the 
people. They, therefore, believed 
that he knew of their intention to go 
to Lgypl in any case and reported it 
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JEREMIAH 43 


Shaphan, and Jeremiah the prophet and Baruch the son of 
Neriah.

7. for they did not hearken to the 
voice of the Lord —Who commanded 
them not to go .—[Mezudath David] 
and they came to Tahpanhes —A 
city in Egypt .—[Mezudath David] 

9 . and hide them in the mortar— 
Heb. uV&a. This "mem" is a defective 
radical in the word, like oipa, a place. 

a stand, nfcWD, a deed, and its 
root is o'?, cf "he wrapped (uVi) his 
face" (I Kings 19:13). Envelop them 
in the mortar in the framework .— 
[Rashi] Kashi adjudges the “mem” 


prefixed lo the root as part of the 
radical. 

in the mortar —(Envolopemant in 
O.E.). — [Rashi] Redak identifies it as 
mortar from which bricks are made 
or other mortar made from lime and 
sand. 

in the framework —where bricks 
, are made, or where bricks are 
burnt.— [Redak] Jonathan renders: 
in the plaster of the building. 

10. his pavilion —Heb. iviptf, his 
tent, and a similar case is found in 
Job 26:13: "By His breath. He made 
the heavens a tent (rnptp)."— 

Redak connects it with the root HDtr, 
meaning “beauty," thus denoting a 
beautiful tent. Jonathan renders: his 
palace. 

11 . And he shall come —The 

“kelhib" is: and it [km.) shall come. 
referring to the camp.— [Redak] 
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is destined to be destroyed, wi/i be 
said to be one of them .— [Rashi] As 
Kashi explains there, “ Jonathan 
renders ‘heres' in two ways: an 
expression related to ‘Who says to 
the sun (Din 1 ?) and it will not shine’ 
(Job 9:7), and an expression of 
demolition and destruction.” Redak 
points out that in Beth-shemesh the 
sun was worshipped, [hence the 
name Beth-shemesh, house of the 


sunj. The Rabbis identify this city 
with Heliopolis (the city of the sun) 
or On. Although its inhabitants 
converted to Judaism, in later times 
it became an idolatrous city, the site 
of the temple of Ra, the sun god, 
which had in front of it an avenue of 
obelisks. Nebuchadnezzar would 
destroy this temple with its obe¬ 
lisks.— [Daath Soferim, Daath 
M ikra\

night. H is father. Rabbi Joseph 
Kimchi, explains the figure as that 
of a shepherd who wraps up his tent 
when moving to fresh pastures, 
leaving nothing in his wake. Kara 
renders: And he shall surround 
Egypt, as the shepherd wraps his 
garment around himself for protec¬ 
tion from the wind. 

13. the monuments of Beth- 
shemesh — lhe altars that those who

See above on 
7:18, where the “queen of heaven” is 
identified as Ishtar, the chief god¬ 
dess of the Assyrians and the Chal¬ 
deans. She was believed to be the 
planet Venus. Accordingly, the 
cakes may have been made in the 
shape of a maiden, representing that 
goddess. We quote other theories 
that the cakes may have been made 
in the shape of an eight-pointed star 
or a half-moon. Redak renders: 
cakes to cause her to rejoice. Literal¬ 


ly, we translate: to sadden her. This 
was used as a pejorative for the 
pagan deities. Ibn Nachmiash quotes 
Rabbi Benjamin Albargeloni, who 
explains it literally, identifying “the 
queen of heaven” with Saturn, 
whose worship consisted of wearing 
black and enwrapping oneself in 
black and sighing in sadness. 

21. The incense that you burnt— 
Although they were guilty of other 
sins as well, here the sin of idolatry is 
discussed since the women men¬ 
tioned it and intended to continue

I. these words—Viz. the words 
recorded at the beginning of the 
Book, until the fourth year of 
Jehoiakim, as mentioned above 
(3b: 1).— [Redak] 

Abarbanel explains that this refers 
to the Scroll of Lamentations writ¬ 
ten by Baruch, as above (36:1). This 
does not refer to the prophecy Jere¬ 
miah delivered to the people in the 
above chapter, for that was after the 
destruction of the Temple, some 
twenty years after the fourth year of 
Jehoiakim. This chapter is interpo¬ 
lated here for the following reason. 
As we see below, Baruch com¬ 
plained to God that he was not 
granted the gift of prophecy, and 
God replied to Him that he would 
never achieve it because of the im¬ 
pending destruction of the Temple, 
when the Shechinah would with¬ 
draw from that site. As explained 
above (43:3), the people suspected 
Baruch of enticing Jeremiah to for¬ 
bid them to migrate to Egypt be¬ 
cause he hoped to achieve prophecy 
in the Holy Land, not so in Egypt. 
Jeremiah records Baruch’s prayer 
and God’s reply to demonstrate that 
Baruch had long since despaired of 


tear down, and 


achieving prophecy and did not 
hope to achieve it by remaining in 
the Holy Land after the destruction 
of the Temple. 

3. has added grief to my pain—As 

mentioned above, Baruch com¬ 
plained about his failure to attain 
prophecy. When he wrote the words 
of Jeremiah’s prophecy, and he him¬ 
self did not prophesy, he com¬ 
plained and said, “Woe is to me 
now!" According to the Midrashic 
interpretation, the “pain” alludes to 
the pain the Jews caused him by 
taunting and deriding him, and the 
“grief' was his inability to attain 
prophecy. Although he prepared 
himself for it constantly, he was 
unable to attain it because he had 
not been endowed with the talent for 
it at the time of his formation, as 
explained at the beginning of this 
Book.—[ Redak from unknown 
Midrashic source] See below on 
verse 5.

He asserts 
that, although Baruch was, indeed, 
111 for prophecy, prophecy is subject 
to God's will, and since the people 
were undeservant of that gift, it was 
withheld from them. That is the 
meaning of the Rabbinic maxim that 
prophecy is granted only because of 
Israel.

king of Assyria and the king of 
Aram had conquered it, as it is 
stated: ‘is not Calno like Car¬ 
chemish?” (Isa. 10:9). Pharaoh- 
neco marched on Carchemish in the 
days of Josiah, and the siege ex¬ 
tended until the fourth year of 
Jehoiakim, when Nebuchadnezzar 
attacked him. Then this prophecy 
was proclaimed. Afterwards, the 
prophet predicted that Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar would attack the land of 
Egypt.— [Redak] 

Pharaoh-neco — Jonathan renders: 
Pharaoh the lame. He was the one 
who slew Josiah, king of Judah, as in 
II Kings 23:29 and in II Chronicles 
35:23.— [Ibn Nachmiash ] Mid rash 
Abba Gurion (Esther 1:2) relates 
that, after waging war with Josiah, 
Pharaoh took possession of Solo¬ 
mon's remarkable throne, a proud 


heirloom of the Davidic kings. “He 
look it to sit upon it, but 
he was unfamiliar with its mecha¬ 
nism (or: ‘its habits’) and the lion 
struck him on the thigh and he 
became lame, and was called 
Pharaoh-neco, as the Targum ren¬ 
ders: Pharaoh the lame.”

This curse is men¬ 
tioned only in conjunction with 
Moab, not with any other nation. 
The reason is that God commanded 
Israel, “You shall not besiege 
Moab” (Deut. 2:9). Yet they caused 
Israel much trouble. Slaying Moab 
is called “the Lord's work” because 
th is catastrophe is visited upon them 
by God for the harm they did to 
Israel and for their arrogance 
toward Him.— [Redak]

Beth-meon —This city is also 
known as Baal Meon (Num. 32:38) 
and Beth Baal Meon (Josh. 13:17)

When Nebuchadnezzar 
marched through this region, he in¬ 
vaded Ammon before Moab, com¬ 
mencing with Ai.

He conjectures 
that they had built a capital in this 
territory. Therefore, the prophet 
chastises them, “Why has their king 
taken possession of [the territory of] 
Gad?“ Note that Redak renders 
as a generic term, their king, 
unlike Rashi, who interprets it as the 
name of the Ammonite deity.

12. those who do not deserve to 
drink —For they were not brothers to 
Israel, and if they harmed them, they 
do not deserve the death sentence like 
you. — [Rashi] When all the nations 
harmed Israel, Edom, who was a 
brother to Israel, should not have 
harmed them but should have 
helped them to the best of their 
ability. The same is found in the 
prophecy of Obadiah (verse 10): 
“Because of the violence done to 
your brother Jacob, shame shall 
cover you, and you shall be cut off 
forever.” Therefore, Edom deserves 
to drink the cup of wrath more than 
the other nations.— [Redak] 

Abarbanel asserts that the proph¬ 
ecy until this point refers to the 
Edomite nation neighboring on the 
Holy Land, which fell to Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar when all the other nations 
were vanquished by his hosts. From 
here on, God reveals to the prophet 
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population and a small territory 
(Obadiah 1:2). He explains it as 
“humble.” 

16. Your hastiness—Heb. ’jnx^Dn, 
an expression of haste, for you hur¬ 
ried and were hasty to arouse your 
hatred for your brother. And there 
are some who translate this as an

13. that Bozrah shall become deso¬ 
lation, reproach, waste, and a 
curse —Bozrah was one of the cities of 
Moab, but because it raised up a king 
for Edom, as the matter is stated, 
“And Jobab the son of Zerah from 
Bozrah ” (Gen. 36:33), it will suffer 
with them.—[Rashi from Gen. Rab- 
bah 83:3] Redak states that Bozrah 
was the capital city of Edom. See 
map in Kaftor Vaferach and in Carta 
Atlas of the Bible, where there are 
two cities shown by the name 
Bozrah, one in Moab and one in 
Edom. The one in Edom is known 
today as Buseireh and is located 
twenty miles southeast of the Dead 
Sea. See on Isaiah 34:6, 63:3. 

Mezudath David appears to inter¬ 
pret it as a generic term, signifying a 
fortified city, the intention here 
apparently Rome.

They will do this as they 
attempted several times in the past, 
namely during the Crusades. They 
will first attack Egypt, which will 
rule that region at that time. They 
will deal a severe blow to Egypt, 
thus inciting the entire Arab world 
to attack them in retaliation, also, in 
order to retrieve the city of Jerusa¬ 
lem, which is holy to them as well. 
This is the intention of the prophet, 
that emissaries will be sent through¬ 
out the Arab world to come to 
attack the Christians. 

15. I have made you small —For 
they have no king who is the son oj a 
king. It was not their custom to set up 
a king the son of a king.—[Rashi 
from Avodah Zarah 10a] This is 
mentioned in conjunction with 
Rome.

province of Elam." Kara explains: I 
will place My throne in Elam to 
judge them. Redak explains: Since I 
will destroy their king and princes, 
and they will understand that I have 
done this, it will be as though I have 
placed My throne there and I have 
placed a king upon it. Our Rabbis 
explain the verse as an allusion to 
Vashti, Haman, and his sons, for the 
entire event was for the benefit of 
Israel in their exile. They identify the 
“king" as Vashti and the “princes" 
as Haman and his ten sons. Through 
this salvation, “I will place My 
throne in Elam," for everyone will 
know that the salvation came from 
God.— [Redak]

Jonathan renders 
them as names of provinces. — [Rashi] 
Akkadite inscriptions identify this 
people as an Aramean tribe living 
between the south of the kingdom of 
Babylon and Elam. This, too, was 
mentioned as a play on words, 
representing the people upon whom 
God would visit retribution (^d).— 
[Daath Mikra, Soncino] Isaiah da 
Trani, too, renders them both as 
place names. Redak renders simply: 
the dwellers of the land of visitation, 
a purely generic term for Babylon. 
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expression of a manger. — [Rashi] 
I.e. open the places where grain and 
produce are stored. This resembles 
the manger in which the cattle are 
fed.— [Redak] Kara explains: Take 
out all fat men who are fattened in 
Babylon like an ox in a manger. 

thresh her— Heb. nnVp.— [Rashi] 
l.e. trample her as they trample the 


grain to thresh it for stacks.— 
[Redak] Rabbi Joseph Kimchi ex¬ 
plains: Raise it up into piles like 
slacks of grain.

One courier comes to tell 
the king that the city of Babylon has 
been taken from one end to the 
other. He suggests also that the king 
was in one end of the city, and the 
courier came to tell him that the city 
had been taken from the other end. 
Abarbanel questions this explana¬ 
tion in view of Josippon ben 
Gurion’s statement that Belshazzar 
was assassinated by his courtiers 
prior to the Median invasion of the 
city. Accordingly, it would be im¬ 
possible for the couriers and heralds 
to report to him that the city had 
been taken. He, therefore explains 
that the couriers and the heralds 
reported “that his city was taken 
from the end”; i.e. the courier’s city 
which was at the end of the kingdom 
was taken. Couriers came from all 
sides and brought similar reports. 
This took place before the invasion 
of Babylon, while Belshazzar was 
still living. 

32. and the fords have been 
seized—The fords were at the en¬ 


trance to the city, and they were 
protected by towers. Lest one ask 
how the enemies entered the city 
protected in this manner, the 
prophet tells us that the couriers 
report that the fords have been 
taken.— [Redak] All this refers to 
the lords in distant parts of the king¬ 
dom, which the couriers report to 
Belshazzar before the Medes ad¬ 
vance on the city of Babylon.—

the reeds have been burnt—Heb. 
D’TMKn, usually the “pools,” which is 
inapplicable here. Redak . therefore, 
suggests “reeds.” The enemy burned 
the reeds growing by the rivers in 
order to facilitate the progress of the 
armies, so that they should not be 
hindered by the thick vegetation. He 
quotes Ibn Ganah, who, in view of 
the Arabic cognate, suggests: cas¬ 
tles, or fortresses. They report that 
the enemy had burned the fortified 
castles.

When 
he kissed it, he adjured it by saying, 
k 'l am flesh and blood, and I am the 
agent of the Holy One, blessed be 
He. Beware that God's name be not 
profaned through you.

for much futility— For much futil¬ 
ity which it will bring upon them .— 
[Rashi] Although they will toil to 
save themselves, it will be of no 
avail, with all their efforts, the gates 
will be burnt. Another explanation 
is that all the effort they put into 


building the city will be futile, be¬ 
cause it will eventually be burnt by 
the attacking armies. Redak prefers 
the latter explanation in view of a 
similar verse in Habakkuk (2:13). 

59. Seraiah the son of Neriah— 
Accordingly, Seraiah was Baruch's 
brother. See above 32:12. 

when he went with Zedekiah— 
Seder Olam (ch. 25) records that in 
the fourth year of his reign, Zede¬ 
kiah went down to greet the king of 
Babylon with Seraiah the prince of 
tribute, and he returned to his king¬ 
dom in Jerusalem. Jonathan . how¬ 
ever. renders: when he went as an 
agent of Zedekiah. He translates 
as ‘'on behalf of Zedekiah."— 
[Redak] Daath Mikra conjectures 
that he went to pay homage to 
Nebuchadnezzar and clear himself 
of the suspicion of being implicated 
in the revolt which was then brew¬ 
ing. He was perhaps summoned by 
Nebuchadnezzar, especially since 
Hananiah the son of Azzur prophe¬ 
sied at that time that God would 
break the yoke of the king of 
Babylon.

60. all these words —written here 
concerning Babylon .—[Mezudaih 
David] The intention is probably 
chs. 50 and 51, w hich are comprised 
of the prophecies of the downfall of 
Babylon.

nowhere else in Scriptures. Jonathan 
renders: the prince of tribute. 
Through him, those seeking an audi¬ 
ence with the king would bring him a 
gift. — [Rashi] Accordingly, we ex¬ 
plain nmj?? as nmp, a gift. Redak 
explains that he was the “prince of 
rest." l.e. he was the king’s com¬ 
panion at the lime of his leisure, or 
rest. Isaiah da Trani explains that he 
was the mayor of Jerusalem, known 
as Menuchah, the final resting place 
of the Shechinah. 

The Rabbis of the Midrash ( Num. 
Rabbah 10:5) stale: This teaches us 
that Baruch the son of Neriah 
achieved the Holy Spirit, as it is 
staled: “And the spirit of the Lord 
shall rest (nnyi) upon him” (Isa. 
11:12). The commentators on the 
Midrash question this very strongly. 
Since our verse deals with Seraiah, 
how do we learn from here concern¬ 
ing Baruch? Moreover, we dis¬ 


cussed, above in ch. 45, that God 
refused to endow Baruch with 
prophecy because of the impending 
destruction of the Temple. Several 
solutions are offered. Reshash 
(Rabbi Samuel Slrashun) conjec¬ 
tures that the correct reading is 
“Seraiah.” Consequently, we deduce 
from here that Seraiah was a proph¬ 
et, being given the title nnun -itp, the 
prince of the resting of the Holy 
Spirit. Although these difficulties 
are solved, we still find Baruch listed 
among the prophets. Cf. Megillah 
14b, 15a; Ruth Rabbah 2:1. Redal 
(Rabbi David Luria) conjectures 
that eventually Baruch did attain 
prophecy. At that lime, his name 
was changed to Seraiah, denoting 
that he was a prince of prophecy. 
This, loo, is difficult in the light of 
various talmudic and midrashic 
quotations where they are counted 
as two. Cf. Meg. 14b; Sum. Rabbah 
8:9; Ruth Rabbah 2:1; Seder Olam 
ch. 20. Maharzav (Rabbi Zev Wolf) 
suggests that the conditions that 
prevented Baruch from achieving 
prophecy applied to Seraiah, as well. 
Since Seraiah achieved prophecy, so 
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conlrary to the Lord’s will, i.e. 
because of their evil deeds and 
abominable acts, the Lord inspired 
Zedekiah to rebel against Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar and bring about the 
destruction.

The Rabbis (Shabbath 26a) inter¬ 
pret this as gatherers of balsam and 
fishermen who catch the hilazon. a 
fish from which the blue dye for 
techeleth is obtained. The fish were 
pressed to extract their blood, much 
as grapes are pressed to extract their 
juice. Hence the similarity to njr, the 
wine-vat. These fish were caught in 
the Mediterranean between the 
Ladder of Tyre and Haifa. Nebu¬ 
zaradan allowed these people to 
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the Aramaic means pitchers, based 
on Onkelos, this translation is also 
acceptable. 

Rashi does not explain the use of 
the pitchers. In I Kings 7:50 and in 
II Kings 12:14, Rashi defines nisp as 
musical instruments, similar to 
niiptp. Redak ( Shorashim, p. 486) 
defines D’so as a general term for 


wine vessels or for the temple vessels 
in general. If other types of vessels 
are mentioned, epp are then vessels 
made in the shape of pitchers. This 
work does not appear in II Kings 25, 
where this same event is related. 

the censers—Heb. ninnan, with 
which they pick up the coals off the 
altar (pnin).— [Rashi] 
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all their copper to Babylon. 18. And they took the pots and the 
shovels and the musical instruments and the basins and the 
spoons and all the copper vessels with which they served. 
19. And the chief executioner took the pitchers, the censers, the 
basins, the pots, the candelabra, the spoons, and the frames 
both of gold and of silver. 20. The two pillars, the one sea, and 

the cattle that were 


smashed them and carried off their 
copper to Babylon. The holy vessels, 
which they carried off intact, were 
probably packed when they came 
upon them, and they never saw 
them.—[ Daaih Soferim] 

18. the shovels —used to pick up 
the ashes from the altar.— [Mezu- 
dath Zion] 

and the musical instruments —Heb. 
nnsTon. They are musical instru¬ 
ments. — [Rashi] 

the basins —used to receive the 
blood of the sacrifices and to 
sprinkle it. 

the spoons —used for the frankin¬ 
cense placed on the table to bum. 
Cf. Leviticus 24:7. 

with which they served —I.e. which 
were used for the sacrificial ser¬ 
vice.— [ Mezudath David] 

19. And the chief executioner 
took —The silver and gold vessels 
were taken to be placed in the king’s 
treasury.— [M albim] 

the pitchers —Heb. □’Bon. Jona¬ 
than renders: N^p, but l do not know 
whether it is some sort of musical 
instrument. I say, however, that they 
are basins to receive the blood. Cf. 
“In the blood that is in the basin 
(^03)” (Exod. 12:22}. But some 


explain as an expression of pitchers 
according to Tar gum Jonathan, who 
renders xtypjor Onkelos rendered in 
this manner " And her pitcher on her 
shoulder'' (Gen. 24:44), as *?¥ nnVipi 
n?p3. And according to this interpre¬ 
tation, it appears that the o , 9p are not 
a sort of musical instrument but they 
are pitchers, and niiatp are musical 
instruments. — [Rashi] It appears 
that Rashi interprets K*Vip, the 
Aramaic translation of □ , 5p as being 
derived from Vip, a voice. Hence, 
they are musical instruments. Al¬ 
though rvhpTQ are musical instru¬ 
ments, perhaps they were two differ¬ 
ent types. Rashi decides, however, 
that D’sp are basins, based on the 
quotation from Exodus. Rashi does 
not explain, however, the distinction 
between □’Bp and nippip, also trans¬ 
lated as basins. They were definitely 
used to receive the blood of the sac¬ 
rifices and to sprinkle it. Moreover, 
it is difficult to interpret o’BQ as 
musical instruments since the He¬ 
brew is, to our knowledge, not 
related to that meaning. Rashi then 
quotes others who reconcile the 
Hebrew and the Aramaic by ren¬ 
dering: pitchers. Since the Hebrew 
may mean any type of vessel, and 
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no designs on them. The upper three 
cubits, which w/ere extended beyond 
the pillars, were surrounded with 
designs. For complete details, see 
Rashi there. 

and a net— Rashi, II Kings 25:17, 
explains that it is a sort of hat. 

and a net, and pomegranates on the 
capital—It is made like two basins, 
one upright and the upper one in¬ 


verted on the opening of the lower 
one. And the upper one is called a net 
(coijje in French} (see Exodus 28:4). 
And the pomegranates were inserted 
with chains, and the two ends of each 
chain were lied together and placed 
over the net from above, the place 
where the net is narrow on the top. 
and it hangs down to the place of the 
connection of the net and the capital. 
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beside the bases that Solomon had made for the house of the 
Lord; there was no weight for the copper of all these vessels. 
21. And the pillars — the height of one pillar was eighteen 
cubits and a thread of twelve cubits would encircle it, and its 
thickness was four fingers, hollow. 22. And there was a capital 
of copper upon it, and the height of the one capital was five 
cubits, and a net, and pomegranates on the capital around, all 
was copper. And such did the second pillar have, 


the candelabra—Five on the right 
and live on the left, before the Sanc¬ 
tuary (I Kings 7:49). 

the frames —The gold attachments 
with which they would support the 
showbread, as we learned in Mena- 
hoth 97a. (Cf. Rashi. Exodus 25:29; 
los. Menahoth 96b, s.v. rrn v7?.) 

20. beside the bases—Heb. nnn, 
lit. under. / do not know how, for 
they were under the sea, and it 
appears to me that this means nothing 
hut "beside the bases." — [Rashi] 
Redak explains the verse as ellip¬ 
tical. The one sea and the cattle that 
were under it, and the bases that 
were under the lavers, as mentioned 
in 1 Kings 7:43. See also Ibn 
Nachmiash. Mezudath David conjec¬ 
tures that, when Ahaz removed the 
sea from the oxen and placed it on 
the lloor, and removed the bases 
from the lavers, he placed the lavers 
on the oxen, and they stood that 
way until the destruction of the 
Temple. Hence, we render: which 
were instead of the bases. I.e. which 
were instead of the bases supporting 
the lavers. 

that Solomon had made—There 
were no other vessels, only those 


made by Solomon; they lasted until 
the destruction of the Temple.— 
[Redak] 

there was no weight —It was im¬ 
possible to weigh all the copper of 
these vessels.— [Mezudath David] 
This is hyperbolic. Cf. I Kings 
7:47.— [Ibn A achmiash] 

for the copper of —lit. for their 
copper of. This construction is not 
unusual in Scriptures.— [Redak] 

21. And the pillars —The pillars 
which he took—each one was eight¬ 
een cubits high.— [Mezudath David] 
would encircle it —Heb. liao’, 
would encircle if.

25. And from the city —Hereto¬ 
fore he delineated what was taken 
from the Temple. Now, Scripture 
delineates what Nebuzaradan took 
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and pomegranates. 23. And the pomegranates were ninety-six 
to the outside; all the pomegranates were one hundred on the 
net all around. 24. And the chief executioner took Seraiah the 
head priest and Zephaniah the priest of second rank, and the 
three keepers of the utensils. 25. And from the city he took one 
eunuch who was appointed over the men of war, and seven men 
of those who saw the king’s face, who were found in the city,

And in the Book of Kings 
(I 7:20), he says: “And the pome¬ 
granates—two hundred rows all 
around," (7:42) “four hundred for the 
two nets" You may deduce from here 
that there were four hundred for the 
two nets on the two pillars, two rows 
for each net, and each row was one 
hundred. That is what he says here, 
“All the pomegranates were one 
hundred on the net," meaning in one 
row, and two hundred for two rows. 
That is what he says there, (ibid. 
7:20), “And the pomegranates (were) 
two hundred in rows round about." 
That means two hundred for two rows 
around one pillar, and so for the 
second one, thus totalling four hun¬ 
dred. And Solomon erected the two 


pillars in the porch, near the wall of 
the Temple, and the wall covered four 
pomegranates of each row, that were 
not visible from outside. Thai is what 
he says here, “And the pomegranates

“lammed" in the beginning—he 
places a “he" at the end, and there¬ 
fore, the accent is in the beginning 
under the “resh .”

I learned this in the 
chapter of “Thirty-Two Methods 
that Rabbi Eleazar (sic) the Son of 
Rabbi Jose the Galilean said" (not 
found in our editions).

24. the head priest —I.e. the high 
priest. —[Mezudalh David] This is 
Seraiah the son of Azariah the High 
Priest, mentioned in I Chron. 
5:40. —[Mezudath David ad loc] 

the priest of second rank —The 
assistant of the priests, who is 
appointed under the high priest, to 
serve instead of him, should he [the 
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verse, which specifies, “Judahites 
three thousand’’ harmonizes two 
verses at the end of the Book of 
Kings. One verse (24:14) states, “ten 
thousand,” and one (24:16) states, 
“seven thousand .” This verse comes 
and explains, ”Judahites three thou¬ 
sand,” and from the other tribes seven 


thousand, totalling ten thousand .—

29. In the eighteenth year —That 
is the exile of Zedekiah, and above

26. to the king of Babylon— 
Heb. 9$. In Kings, however, the 
Heb. is *?¥ on, instead of the usual 
to. Perhaps the intention is that he 
brought them by the command of 
the king of Babylon, who demand¬ 
ed more victims upon whom to 
wreak his vengeance. Nebuzaradan, 
himself, had already relented of his 
cruelly and showed sympathy to the

Jewish people, as is recorded in Jere¬ 
miah ch. 40.— [Daath Soferim] 

27. and Judah went into exile —By 
this time, the people had completely 
despaired of remaining in the Holy 
Land. Whereas until now, they were 
willing to risk their lives rather than 
leave the land, now they went into 
exile of their own free will. Hence 
the simple conjugation of the verb 
nVa, to go in exile.—[Daath Soferim ] 

28. in the seventh year —that is 
the exile of Jeconiah, and in the Book 
of Kings (II 24:12), he slates: "In the 
eighth year." How so? The eighth 
year of Nebuchadnezzar's reign is 
the seventh year since he vanquished 
Jehoiakim for a vassal, as the master 
stated {Meg. lib. Arachin 12a): In 
his first year he conquered Nineveh, 
in his second year he marched and 
vanquished Jehoiakim.—[Rashi ac¬ 
cording to Seder Olam, ch. 25] 
Redak asserts that the exile took 
place at the end of the seventh year 
of Nebuchadnezzar’s reign and the 
beginning of the eighth.

In the twenty-third year of Nebuchadrezzar, Nebuzaradan 
the chief executioner exiled [of the] Jews seven hundred and 
forty-five souls, all the souls [totaled] four thousand and six 
hundred. 31. And it was in the thirty-seventh year of the exile 
of Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth month, on the 
twenty-fifth day of the month, that Evil-merodach, king of 
Babylon, in the year of his coronation, lifted up the head of 
Jehoiachin, king of Judah and released him from prison. 

32. And he spoke with him kindly 


eighteenth year since he had van¬

30. In the twenty-third year— 
Tyre was delivered into his hands, and 
he swept away the Jews who were in 
the vicinity of Ammon and Moab, 
seven hundred and forty-five.

26).— [Rashi] Redak's version of 
Seder Olam reads: “all the Jews in 
Ammon and Moab and in the vicin¬ 
ity of Eretz Israel,” as does our 
edition. 

31. on the twenty-fifth day of the 
month— And in another place (II 
Kings 25:27), he says, “on the 
twenty-seventh day of the month." 
Rather, on the twenty-fifth day, 
Nebuchadnezzar, his adversary, died, 
and on the twenty-sixth day he was 
interred and Evil-merodach removed 
him from his grave, and on the 
twenty-seventh he reigned and lifted 
up Jehoiachin s head.—[Rashi from 
Seder Olam, ch. 28] Rashi on II 
Kings 25:27 quotes Seder Olam in its 
entirely with slight variations. His 
wording is as follows: In Jeremiah 
(52:31), Scripture states, “On the 


twenty-fifth." Rather, on the twenty- 
fifth Nebuchadnezzar died. He was 
buried on the twenty-sixth. On the 
twenty-seventh, Evil-Merodach re¬ 
moved him from his grave and 
dragged him about, in order to nullify 
his decrees, as it is said, “and you 
have been cast out of your grave like a 
despised sapling . . .” (Is. 14:19). 

This is elaborated upon in Lev. 
Rabbah, 18:2. When Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar lived with the beasts for seven 
years, Evil-Merodach his son occu¬ 
pied his throne. When he was res¬ 
tored to human state he returned to 
find his son sitting on his throne, 
and he imprisoned him. This time, 
when Nebuchadnezzar died, the 
people came to Evil-Merodach and 
again offered him the throne. He 
replied, “This time I will not listen 
to you. The first time, I listened to 
you, and my father took me and 
imprisoned me.” He did not believe 
them until they removed him from 
his grave and dragged him and cast 
him before him, as it is said . . . 

According to another version, 
when Nebuchadnezzar lived with 
the beasts, another son occupied the 
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and placed his throne above the throne of the kings who were 
with him in Babylon. 33. And he changed his prison garb, and 
he ate meals before him regularly all the days of his life. 
34. And his meals, regular meals were given him from the king 
of Babylon, each day’s need in its day, all the days of his life. 


32. And he spoke with him 
kindly —words of consolation.— 
[Mezudath David] 

33. And he changed his prison 
garb —He changed the clothing he 
had worn in prison or other cloth¬ 
ing.— [Mezudath David] Malbim ex¬ 
plains that he changed the status of 
the prison garb he had worn to one 
of exalted status. In order that he 
remember Evil-Merodach’s favor, 
that he released him from prison to 
give him a place at the royal table, 
Evil-Merodach did not remove his 
prison garb. 

before him — Redak on Kings 
maintains that this is not to be inter¬ 
preted literally, since the following 
verse states that he received his 
meals from the king, implying that 
he did not eat with him. 

34. And his meals — He would re¬ 
ceive a portion from the king's house 
for all his necessities .— [Rashi] 

all the days of his life — In the Mid- 
rash {Sam. 18) there is a dispute 
between Rav and Levi. One takes 
this to mean all the days of Evil- 
Merodach, and one maintains that it 
means all the days of Jehoiachin. 
The Midrash concludes that it 


means all the days of Jehoiachin, 
because when the Holy One, Blessed 
be He, grants tranquility to the righ¬ 
teous, He does not take it away from 
them, but it accompanies them to 
Paradise.— [Redak on Kings from 
Mid. Sam. 18] 

Although Jehoiachin was consi¬ 
dered wicked in II Kings 24:9, “And 
he did what was evil in the eyes of 
the Lord, like all that his father had 
done," he is now deemed a zaddik 
because he repented of his sins while 
in prison. The Midrash {Lev. Rab- 
bah 19) relates that Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar’s queen arranged a conjugal visit 
for Jehoiachin. His wife was lowered 
through the roof of the prison. 
When she alighted in his prison cell, 
she told him that she had experi¬ 
enced a flow of blood as red as a 
rose. Immediately, he look heed and 
did not touch her until she left, 
counted the required number of 
days, and immersed herself. This 
was the indication that Jehoiachin 
repented of the sins he had commit¬ 
ted in Jerusalem. Consequently. 
God forgave all his sins, and he was 
then considered a righteous man.— 
[K’li Y'kar on Kings] 
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26:7 

in the house of the Lord—They 
were astonished that Jeremiah had 
the audacity to proclaim this dire 
prophecy in God’s house.—[ Daath 
Soferim) 

26:8 

Abarbanel asks why Jeremiah was 
not seized when he pronounced the 
identical prophecy in Chapter 7. He 
suggests two solutions: 1) that the 
previous prophecy was pronounced 
in the presence of the king and the 
princes, who remained silent, sig¬ 
nifying assent. The people were, 
therefore, afraid to attack him. 
Here, however, the king and his 
princes were not present. On the 
contrary, the false prophets who 
sought his blood incited the priests 
and the populace against him. When 
the princes learned of their inten¬ 
tion, they rescued Jeremiah from the 
mob, as in verse 16. 2) Jeremiah had 
not yet delivered that prophecy until 
now instructed by God. God’s com¬ 
mand, “Do not omit a word,” 
intimates that until now he had 
omitted proclaiming the prophecy. 
Moreover, the fact that the elders 
related the precedent established by 
M icah the Morashite, who proph¬ 
esied the destruction of the city and 
was not slain by King Hezekiah, and 
failed to mention that Jeremiah 
himself had previously prophesied 


the identical prophecy, intimates 
that Jeremiah had not yet recited 
this prophecy. 

26:10 

Jonathan identifies it as the Eastern 
Gate. The Rabbis, too, (Yerushalmi 
Eruvin 5:1) identify it as the gate 
between the Women’s Court and the 
Israelites’ Court, which is on the 
east side of the Temple. The name 
New Gate is attributed to the fact 
that the Soferim convening in that 
gate introduced a new halachah in 
the reign of Jehoshaphat. They 
enumerate seven names that this 
gale was called and the reason for 
each appellation. For details, see II 
Kings 11:6 Commentary Digest. 
Redak conjectures that the gate had 
been rebuilt or some building added 
to it, making it a new gate. [Surpris¬ 
ingly, he does not refer to Jotham’s 
building mentioned in II Kings 
15:35.] 

27:1 

This prophecy was revealed dur¬ 
ing the reign of Jehoiakim so that he 
should know that there was no use 
in relying on the king of Egypt who 
had placed him on the throne.— 
[Redak] 

27:2 

2. thongs— They are the thongs of 
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the yoke that are called kongojjli 
(cojongles). — [Rashi] For illustrated 
details, see Nature and Man in the 
Bible, by Yehuda Feliks, chapter 37, 
copied in Daath Mikra. 

27:5 

5. I made the earth, etc.—Hence, 
everything belongs to Me.—[ Mezu - 
dath David] 

and I gave it—Therefore I gave 
it.— [Mezudath David] 


28:16 

this year you shall die —And next 
year you shall be buried.—[Rashi 
from Pesikta Rabbathi 27:4] A bar- 
banel claims that God did not com¬ 
mand Jeremiah to say this. He said 
it of his own volition, but God ful¬ 
fills the word of His servant, just as 
He opened the earth to swallow 
Korach as Moses had decreed. 


28:17 

Hananiah insisted that Jeremiah 
bring a sign. His sign was that 
Hananiah would die that year and 
be buried in the seventh month. 
Mareh Hapanim points out that 
Hananiah’s computation was entire¬ 
ly erroneous, since Manasseh 
became king at the age of twelve and 
reigned fifty-five years. Moreover, 
Hananiah prophesied at the begin¬ 
ning of Zedekiah’s reign. Therefore, 
Jehoiakim’s reign of eleven years 
totals more than seventy years. 
Since it was erroneous in any case, 
the Talmud does not discuss it. 


29:23 

Our Rabbis of blessed memory 
said: When the wicked Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar exiled Israel to Babylon, 
there were false prophets among 
them, among whom were Zedekiah 
the son of Maaseiah and Ahab the 
son of Kolaiah, who were prophesy¬ 
ing in Jerusalem falsely and who 
continued to prophesy falsely in 
Babylon, as it is said, “And they are 
prophesying in My name falsely’’ 
(Jer. 27:15). Included in their false 
prophecy that they prophesied were 
the immoral acts that they per¬ 
formed. One of them would go to a 
married Jewish woman and say to 
her, “I have had a prophetic revela¬ 
tion that if so-and-so, my friend, is 
intimate with you, you will bear 
kings and prophets, and so would 
the second one go and prophesy to a 
married woman, just as his friend 
did, and there was a digression from 
religious observance in Israel. 
Everyone was afraid of his friend 
because of these disgraceful proph¬ 
ecies, and immorality became wide¬ 
spread, to the extent that they would 
commit adultery with a woman in 
the presence of her husband because 
of their corrupt thoughts concerning 
the principle of prophecy . . . and 
they became so imbued with rebel¬ 
lion, denial, and lies that they went 
to a married woman, this time the 
wife of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon, and one of them said to 
her, “God sent me to tell you that if 
you surrender to so-and-so, my 
friend, who will be intimate with 
you, you will bear a son who will be 
capable of ruling and will occupy the 
throne of Nebuchadnezzar and con¬ 
duct the kingdom after him.” She 
was, however, an intelligent woman 
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and said to them, “I cannot do any¬ 
thing unless I first notify my hus¬ 
band, Nebuchadnezzar. . . The 
end of the account is the same as 
that of the Talmud.

the Nehelamite —A placename .— 
[Rashi] This follows Jonathan, who 
renders: from Halam. It may also 
mean: the dreamer. He was given 
this surname because he dreamt that 
the exiles would return shortly.— 
[Redak] 


30:3 

Abarbanel concurs with Redak, 
citing verse 1 I as further proof that 
this prophecy refers to the future, 
not to the return from Babylon, for 
then the only nation destroyed was 
Babylon, not all other nations as 
mentioned in that verse. See below 
verse 5. 


30:4 

Abarbanel proceeds to depict the 
war of Gog and Magog as he inter¬ 
prets the prophetic teachings, as 
follows: At the end of days, God will 
inspire the Christians, known as 
Edom, to go up to conquer Eretz 
Israel, for that has always been their 


desire since their god is buried there, 
and they will come upon those lands 
and massacre the Ishmaelites. When 
the Ishmaelites in all the lands of the 
east and the north hear what the 
Christians are doing to their breth¬ 
ren, and that they are going to con¬ 
quer the Holy City, which is con¬ 
sidered by the Ishmaelites as the 
Gate of Heaven and a place of 
exceptional sanctity, they will mobi¬ 
lize and come against them to war 
on Jeusalem. Then there will be a 
great massacre, and God will exact 
revenge from them. Those coming 
from the East are known as Gog and 
Magog. They will not come to 
attack Israel but to attack Edom, 
who is marching on the Holy Land 
to wrest it from the Ishmaelites. 
That will be the judgment that God 
will execute upon all the nations in 
the Valley of Jehoshaphat, and Jeru¬ 
salem will be the cup of poison for' 
all the nations. In this manner, we 
will explain the following verses. 


30:10 

shall again —lit. shall return. So 
Tar gum Jonathan. Mezudath Zion 
defines it as an expression of tran¬ 
quility, hence a synonym for the fol¬ 
lowing expressions. See below, 
Malbim's interpretation. 

and at ease —Heb. like 

uptth.— [Rashi] 

Malbim, following Rashi’s 
interpretation that Scripture refers 
to the redemption from Babylon, 
explains that Jacob, the multitudes 
of Jews, are exhorted not to become 
frightened of the upheavals in Baby¬ 
lon, and Israel, the elite, is exhorted 
not to be dismayed, not to become 
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disheartened. He explains the 
remainder of the verse as follows: 

for behold I save you from afar— 
At the lime of the destruction of 
Babylon, there was a remembrance 
through Cyrus.— [Malbim] 
and your seed —The following 
generation that lived after them in 
the time of Darius, returned from 
the land of their captivity.— [Mal¬ 
bim] 

and Jacob shall return —To his 

land.— [Malbim] 

and no one will frighten them— 

There will be no one in existence 
who will frighten them as explained 
in the following verse.— [Malbim] 


30:14 

they do not seek you —Why? 
Because 1 have smitten you with the 
wound of an enemy. I have delivered 
you into the hands of the bitter, 
impetuous, and cruel nation, the 
Chaldeans, against whom these 
allies cannot help you, for they are 
unable to help even themselves 
against Nebuchadnezzar.— [Redak] 
Mezudath David explains this verse 
as referring to the later exile, when 
Israel is surrounded by various 
troubles, to the extent that no one 
believes that they will ever be 
redeemed. Therefore, they have no 
friends or comforters. Redak quotes 
his father, who explains this in con¬ 
junction with the allegory of the 
injury and illness. It is customary 
that the friends of the sick person 
visit him. When they believe that his 
illness is terminal, however, his bad 
friends discontinue their visits and 
do not seek him. In your case, 
however, all your lovers have for¬ 


gotten you, both the good ones and 
the bad ones, for I have smitten you 
with the wound of an enemy. 


30:21 

and I will bring him near —This 
may be explained as referring to the 
ruler, whom God will bring near to 
Himself as a father, and he will 
come near to God as a son. It may 
also be a reference to the Jewish 
people, who will then be in God’s 
good graces. Jonathan follows the 
latter interpretation. — [Redak] 
Mezudath David apparently explains 
the verse in the former manner. I 
will imbue him with the fear of Me, 
and he will continue to grow spiri¬ 
tually. 

to approach Me —to war, to stop 
Me. — [Rashi] Mezudath David, fol¬ 
lowing his interpretation of the 
beginning of the verse, explains that 
God wishes to explain why He 
inspires a person to come near to 
Him before that person inspires 
himself. The answer is that “who is 
it that pledged his heart . . .?" There 
is no one who serves God who has 
not originally been inspired by Him. 
Redak, loo, explains in that manner, 
that even from the Canaaniles God 
brought near those who wished to 
be converts, surely from Israel.— 
[Mezudath David] 


31:3 

shall you be adorned —Heb. 
’lyn.— [Rashi] Because of the great 
bounty, you shall go out and rejoice 
with labrels and dances, and the 
labrels shall be like ornaments to 
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you.— [Redak] Mezudath David ren¬ 
ders: You shall adorn your tabrets 
lo beautify them as those who 
rejoice adorn their musical instru¬ 
ments with all sorts of decorations. 


31:4 

planters shall plant —Heb. WDj, lit. 
have planted, the prophetic past. 
When they were frightened of the 
enemies, they feared to go out lo the 
vineyards, let alone lo plant them, as 
in Isaiah 7:24. “With arrows and 
with a bow shall one come there.” 
He promises them that then it will 
be safe to plant vineyards and to 
redeem the fruit.— [Redak] 

and redeem [them]— In the fourth 
year, they shall profane their produce 
by redeeming it with money. 
— [Rashi] As is delineated in Lev. 
19.24, in the fourth year, the 
“produce is holy for praises to the 
Lord.” According to Rabbinical 
tradition, the produce must either be 
transported to Jerusalem lo be eaten 
there in the manner of the 

second tithe, or it may be redeemed 
with money. Then that money must 
be transported to Jerusalem where it 
is used lo purchase animals for 
peace-offerings and other foods. 
When the fruits were redeemed, the 
sanctity would be transferred to the 
money, and the fruit would then be 
ordinary fruit, permitted lo be eaten 
anywhere, even by ritually unclean 
people. The redemption of the fruits 
was occasion lor joy and music, as 
Scripture prescribes, “holy for 
praises lo the Lord.” When it was 
unsafe, however, they would not 
conduct these festivities. Mention is 
made of Samaria in particular since 


there the people lived a long time in 
fear of their enemies.— [Redak] 


31:9 

and watch them as a shepherd his 
flock —The proof that God scattered 
them and will therefore restore them 
to their land is the continued exis¬ 
tence of the Jewish people among 
the hostile nations, like a lamb 
among the wolves. They have 
neither disappeared nor have they 
abandoned their faith in favor of the 
religions of their neighbors. The 
prophet compares God lo a shep¬ 
herd, who sometimes scatters his 
llock and sometimes gathers them 
together.— [A harbanel] 

31:10 

10. For the Lord has redeemed 
Jacob. — l.e. the Ten Tribes. This is 
the prophetic past, for the prophet 
perceives ihe redemption in his 
prophecy as though it was already a 
reality.— [A harbanel] 

redeemed Jacob —from exile.— 
[Mezudath David] 

out of the hand of him who is 
stronger than he —l.e. from the 
nations that rule over them.— 
[A harbanel] 

31:19 

therefore, My very innards are 
agitated for him —Therefore, since I 
remember him with My love of long 
ago. My innards are agitated for 
him when 1 see him in exile.— 
[Redak ) 

1 will surely have compassion on 

him —and lake him out of exile. The 
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inlenlion of “whenever I speak of 
him," refers to God’s speaking to 
ihe prophets. Jonathan renders: Is 
Israel like a dear son before Me? He 
is indeed a beloved child, for when¬ 
ever he puts the words of My Torah 
to his heart to practice them, I 
remember him to do good to him, 
etc.— [Redak] 

31:20 

put your heart —If you do not set 
up markers, pay attention so that 
you should remember the way you 
traveled into exile, for you shall 
return on the same way. All this is 
figurative of consolation.— [Redak] 

the road upon which you went— 

As it appears from Rashi (Deut. 
11:18, the intention is that the obli¬ 
gation to observe the commandments 
of lefillin and mezuzah outside the 
Holy Land is merely so that they 
should not be new to us when 
we return. Ramhan explains that, 
although we are obligated to 
observe these commandments out¬ 
side of the Holy Land, just as much 
as in the Holy Land, God’s primary 
inlenlion was for the mitzvoth to be 
observed in the Holy Land. He 
writes that this can be understood 
only by the secret wisdom of the 
Kabbalah. Mecklenburg (Hakethav 
vehakabbaiah) explains that the 
observance of the commandments in 
exile indicates our intense love for 
ihe Almighty and our unceasing 
hope to return to His land and His 
Temple. He states, however, that 
this reading may have been an error, 
and the intention of the Sifre is that, 
although there is no obligation to 
observe the commandments of 
terumoth, the priests’ due from the 


produce, and ma'asroth, tithes, 
while in exile, we should observe 
these laws so that they will not be 
new to us upon our return. This 
interpretation is quoted (Divrei 
Eliyahu) as originating from the 
Gaon of Vilna, Rabbi Eliyahu. 

31:25 

A Is chi ch explains that, whenever 
the prophet experienced a prophetic 
trance, the vision here perceived 
would disappear when he awoke. At 
this time, however, the prophet 
slates, “Thereupon, 1 awoke and 1 
saw." (Although I was awake, I 
still saw something of the vision I 
had experienced in my sleep.) The 
lovingkindness and mercy conveyed 
in this prophecy effected him so 
strongly that, even when he awoke, 
he still had the power to perceive it 
to a degree. However, it was not as 
pleasant as it had been when he was 
asleep, when all his physical sensa¬ 
tions were absent. He, therefore, 
states: “But my sleep had been 
pleasant to me.' Although I Still per¬ 
ceived the prophecy, my sleep had 
been pleasanter to me. Accordingly, 
we render: Thereupon, I awoke and 
saw, but my sleep had been pleasant 
to me. 

32:7 

for the right of redemption is yours 

to buy it —Were I to die without off¬ 
spring, you would be my heir, and 
were 1 to sell the Held to a stranger, 
it would be incumbent upon you to 
redeem it from the purchaser. 
Therefore, even if you were not fit to 
inherit it, you would have to redeem 
it, as in Lev. *25:49: “Or his uncle or 
his uncle's son shall redeem 
him."— [Kara] This verse refers to 
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one who is sold as a slave to a non- 
Jew. It is indeed puzzling why Rabbi 
Joseph Kara does not quote 25:25, 
which deals with the redemption of 
fields. Moreover, we find in Sifra on 
Lev. 25:25, that the closest relative is 
first lo redeem the property. In any 
case, it appears from Kara that this 
clause is pari of Hanamefs request 
lo Jeremiah, so Mezudath David. 
Redak, loo, explains: Had I sold it 
lo a stranger, you would have the 
right lo redeem it from him. You are 
surely fit lo purchase it from me. 

Abarbanel explains that God is 
telling Jeremiah that Hanamel 
would come lo him not because of 
his greal love for him, but because 
“the right of redemption is yours to 
buy [it]." This is not part of Hana- 
mel's prophesied statement. In verse 
K, however, Hanamel does make this 
statement. It is, therefore, difficult 
to understand why Abarbanel avoids 
ihe obvious interpretation of the 
preceding verse. 


32:14 

that they remain many years —For 

an earthenware vessel preserves its 
contents from decay.—[ Mezudath 
David] They should remain until the 
return from exile, when the proph¬ 
ecy that “houses and fields and vine¬ 
yards shall be purchased” will be 
fulfilled. As a sign that the exiles 
would return, God commanded 
Jeremiah to purchase the field to 
console the Jews lest they despair of 
redemption.— [Redak] 

32:16 

16. the deed of purchase —The 


other deeds are also meant. For the 
sake of brevity, Scripture omits 
them.—[ Mezudath David] 

He prayed after closing the sale, 
not before, lest it appear as though 
he was praying lo be spared the ex¬ 
pense of squandering his money on a 
worthless field. Instead, he eagerly 
followed God’s command and 
closed the sale of the field. Then he 
prayed lo God to solve this mystery 
for him.— [Abarbanel] 


32:17 

17. “Ho!” — Jonathan renders: 

Accept my prayer. Mezudath David 
interprets this as a cry of perplexity, 
since he was ignorant of God’s true 
intention of intimating that he pur¬ 
chase the field. 

nothing is hidden from You— 

Nothing is hidden; hence You know 
that we are destined to be exiled; so 
why did You tell me to buy a field ?— 
[Rashi] Since You created heaven 
and earth, it is inconceivable that 
anything done therein should be 
hidden from You. If the city is lo be 
delivered into the hands of the 
Chaldeans, You are surely aware of 
it.— [Redak] 

Since nothing is hidden from You 
and You know the future, a person 
of flesh and blood cannot contest 
Your deeds, for, if Hanamel my 
uncle had asked me to buy his field 
on his own volition, 1 would rebuke 
him and reply, “Were you to give me 
Anatholh and everything in it for 
one dinar, I would not buy it as long 
as I see the Chaldeans besieging the 
city and taking it, and the land will 
remain waste.” But, since he came 
by Your orders and asked me to buy 
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the field, I cannot refuse him since 
You foresee the future. Even con¬ 
cerning this matter, that Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar is warring against Jerusalem 
and will lake it and burn it and cast 
Israel to the sword and lead them 
into exile, no one can contest Your 
judgments, as he goes on to explain, 
that all God's judgments upon Israel 
from the time of the Exodus until 
the destruction of the Temple were 
all executed with justice.— [Kara] 


32:18 

When the children continue to 
commit the sins of their fathers, God 
requites them for their fathers' sins, 
as in Exodus 20:5, in the Deca¬ 
logue.— [Redak] Therefore, it is im¬ 
possible that God relented because 
of the good deeds of the fore¬ 
fathers.— [Abarbanel] 

Great and Mighty —But he did not 
say, “and awesome.'' He said: 
Heathens are dancing in His Temple. 
Where then are His awesome deeds? 
In Tractate Yoma (69b).— [Rashi] 
Rashi on Yoma explains that Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar's officers had entered 
the Temple and were reveling there. 

Lest we think that God has no 
power to harm the people of Jerusa¬ 
lem, and therefore, the Chaldeans 
will retreat, the prophet states: the 
Great and Mighty God.— [Abar¬ 
banel] 

the Lord of Hosts is His Name— 

He is the Lord of the hosts of heaven 
and earth, and all are His slaves. Is it 
possible that He has no power over 
them?— [Abarbanel] 

33:2 

Who formed it to prepare it —Who 


renews it to prepare it forever. The 
concept of forming denotes the 
execution of the matter.— [Redak, 
Mezudath David] Abarbanel explains 
that the prophet tells us that Cyrus 
would not be the one to visit upon 
Babylon, but God, Who would in¬ 
spire him to attack them. The ex¬ 
pression of forming alludes to the 
future redemption, when God will 
shine upon them. This is reminiscent 
of “Who forms light" (Isaiah 45:7). 
Since this redemption requires many 
preparations, hence the expression, 
"to prepare it." 


33:3 

and strong things —Heb. nils? 1 !, 
laid up in My heart to perform 
them. — [Rashi] Rashi follows Tar- 
gum Jonathan. This does not follow 
the Hebrew text, however. Redak 
conjectures that Jonathan read 
nmai, rather than niiSDi. Minchath 

si ■ 

Shai states the same for Rashi. 
According to our reading, Redak ex¬ 
plains: 1 will tell you of great and 
strong consolations that you did not 
know. 


33:5 

Also the demolished houses were 
cleared out in order to fill them with 
the corpses of the men who fought 
against the Chaldeans and also with 
the corpses of those who died from 
hunger and pestilence, for the Holy 
One, blessed be He, sent hunger and 
pestilence upon them while the 
Chaldeans were still besieging the 
city. This is implied by "whom I 
have smitten with My anger and 
with My wrath.” With these corpses. 
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they would fill , the demolished 
houses because they could not leave 
the city to bury them since it was 
being besieged by the Chaldeans.— 
[Kara] 


33:7 

like at first —In the days of David 
and Solomon.—[. A bar bane l ] 


35:2 

and speak with them —Since they 
would perhaps object to coming to 
the Temple to display themselves in 
the performance of this experiment, 
Jeremiah was to speak to them and 
explain that it was the word of God 
and was for a good purpose.— 
[Abarbanel] 

and give them wine to drink— 

Although they did not drink the 
wine, Jeremiah fulfilled God's com¬ 
mand by offering it to them.— 
[Redak, Mezudath David] He did not 
command them to build houses or 
to plant vineyards since their failure 
to comply would not indicate their 
steadfastness in keeping their 
father’s orders, for perhaps they did 
not have land or the implements for 
that task. Drinking wine, however, 
did not involve any equipment or 
preparation since the vessels of wine 
were set before them, and they could 
easily have drunk therefrom.— 
[Abarbanel] 


35:4 

the keeper of the vessels —Heb. 
*150 "iQW, Jonathan renders: 
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(tresorier in French, a treasurer).— 
[Rashi] Rashi, II Kings 12:10, 
defines it as “the guards of the 
threshold.” He writes: The 
thresholds of the Temple court, those 
in charge of the keys of the Temple 
court, for Jonathan rendered it as 
"Amarkalia," and the “Amarkalim” 
were seven, for the seven gates of the 
Temple court. Tosefta Shekalim 2:15. 
Redak defines “Amarkal” as the su¬ 
preme treasurer, under whom other 
treasurers served. This is based on 
Horioth 13a, where is derived 

from IBS, he says everything and 
is superior to the "i^u, the Temple 
treasurer. 

Redak in both places renders: the 
keeper of the vessels. Here he elabo¬ 
rates: both wine vessels and others. 
That seems more appropriate here, 
whereas in Kings, it seems more 
appropriate to be the guards of the 
threshold. See also Esther 2:21, 
where the same expression appears. 
It is translated by Targum Rishon as 
“guards of the palace,” and by Tar¬ 
gum Sheni as “keepers of the ves¬ 
sels.” 


36:18 

Malbim explains that the officers 
were convinced that Jeremiah was 
not liable to death for his proph¬ 
ecies, as in ch. 26. They were not 
sure about Baruch, however. They 
suspected that he had copied his 
scroll from Jeremiah’s on his own 
volition, without a divine mission. 
In that case, he would be liable to 
death. They, therefore, asked him, 
“Tell us how you wrote . . .” This 
included too the question of whether 
he added any of his own words. He 
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replied lhal Jeremiah would pro¬ 
nounce ihe words and he would 
write them with ink. Had Jeremiah 
already written the words on the 
scroll, they would have been re¬ 
garded as Holy Writ. One may write 
Holy Writ only by copying it from a 
previously written book. Since 
Baruch claimed to write the words 
directly from Jeremiah’s mouth, 
lhal proved lhal he was the one 
chosen to commit this scroll to writ¬ 
ing and that he was the one who 
made it Holy Writ. He replied also 
lhal he write it with ink and on 
parchment. This proved that he con¬ 
sidered it Holy Writ. Otherwise, it 
could have been written with other 
writing materials, not only ink, 
which is black, but with other colors 
as well. Also, it could have been 
written on other materials, not only 
a book, which is finished parch¬ 
ment. 


39:2 

According to the Mishnah Taanith 
4:6, the wall was breached on the 
seventeenth of Tammuz, for which a 
fast was declared. Yet, here we learn 
that the wall was breached on the 
ninth of Tammuz. The commonly 
accepted answer to this question is 
lhal before the destruction of the 
Second Temple, the wall was 
breached on the seventeenth. Before 
the destruction of the first Temple, it 
was broken on the ninth. Since the 
second destruction had more severe 
consequences to the Jewish people, 
since it led to the Diaspora in which 
we find ourselves today, the later 
dale was chosen for the fast rather 


than the earlier one. It is loo diffi¬ 
cult to last on both days [Taanith 
28b]. 

According to Yerushaimi, the wall 
was breached on the seventeenth 
bclore the first destruction as well as 
before the second. Since the people 
were very upset and distraught 
about the siege and the famine 
resulting therefrom, they miscalcu¬ 
lated. Lest the people believe that 
the prophet erred, he recorded the 
dale according to their calculation. 

The siege lasted two years to give 
the people an opportunity to repent 
and be saved. They, however, 
neglected to avail themselves of this 
opportunity. Moreover, this taught 
the Babylonians that they did not 
lake the city by their strength, since 
they were unable to take it for the 
duration of the siege. It fell only 
because God gave it into their 
hands.— [K'li Y'kar ] 

Malbim explains that because of 
lack of food, people broke out of the 
city to surrender to the king of 
Babylon, and thereby, the Chal¬ 
deans entered the city, as in the fol¬ 
lowing verse. That was the breach 
mentioned in the verse. 


39:7 

This heartrending incident of the 
slaughter of Zedekiah’s children and 
the blinding of Zedekiah is narrated 
in various Midrashim, partially 
quoted by Yalkut Shimoni ad loc. 
One account states as follows: 

When Zedekiah saw this, he went 
out to escape through the cave that 
extended to Jericho, the place 
through which the water conduit 
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ran. He exerted himself to run 
through this tunnel with his ten sons 
preceding him. Nebuzaradan saw 
them, seized him and his ten sons, 
and sent them to Nebuchadnezzar. 
He said to him, “Tell me, Zedekiah, 
what did you see that encouraged 
you to rebel against me? With which 
system of laws shall I judge you? If 
with the law of your God, you are 
deserving of death, since you swore 
falsely by His Name. If with the law 
of the kingdom, you are deserving of 
death, since anyone who trans¬ 
gresses the king’s oath, is liable to 
death." Then Zedekiah spoke up 
and said, “Slay me first, lest I see the 
blood of my sons." His sons said, 
“Slay us first, lest we see our father’s 
blood spilt on the ground.” So he 
did to them: He slaughtered them 
before him and then gouged out his 
eyes and put them into an oven. 
Then he led him to Babylon. Zede¬ 
kiah was crying out, “Come, all 
peoples, and see what Jeremiah 
prophesied concerning me. He said 
to me, k You shall go to Babylon; you 
shall die in Babylon, but your eyes 
will not see Babylon.’ Yet, I did not 
heed his words. Now I am in Baby¬ 
lon, yet my eyes do not see it" 
[Pesikta Rabbathi, p. 229]. 

A second version of this tragic 
event is as follows: 

Zedekiah’s eyes resembled those 
of Adam (i.e. he was able to see his 
way through the cave when he fled 
from Jerusalem [Maharsha Sotah 
10a]). They thrust spears into his 
eyes, yet they were not blinded. 
When they slaughtered his sons 
before his eyes, (and he wept— 
Yalkut) however, he became blind 
[Tanhuma Va'eihhanan I]. 


40:10 

and you gather wine—Therefore, 
Icar not that the Chaldeans will take 
your produce, but gather wine, 
etc.— [Abarbane!, Mezudath David, 
Malbim] 

and dried figs—Heb. dried 

Jigs —[Kashi] Others render: sum¬ 
mer fruits, i.e. fruits that are dried 
during the summer, such as figs and 
other fruits.— [Redak] 

which you have taken—Which you 
have taken for your dwelling, i.e. 
which you shall have taken, since 
they had not yet taken any cities.— 
[Mezudath David ] Malbim notes that 
Gedaliah did not offer them resi¬ 
dence in Mizpah since they had 
originally been rebels. 


43:13 

and the houses of the gods of Egypt 

he shall burn—This repetition is to 
emphasize that he will burn all the 
pagan temples, leaving none, as a 
reproach to their gods.— [Redak] 
See Isaiah 19:18, Commentary 
Digest. 


44:3 

which they did not know, etc.—I.e. 
which those inhabitants who already 
died or were exiled did not know, 
neither did you nor your forefathers 
know. — [Redak] 

[neither did) you nor your fore¬ 
fathers—This translation follows 
Redak, cited above. Mezudath David 
renders: you and your forefathers 
[committed evil]. 
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45:5 

and I will give you your soul as 
prey —You will be on the verge of 
perishing by ihe sword, by famine, 
or by pestilence. Through My mer¬ 
cies, however, your life will be 
spared as though you will plunder it 
from those who seek to take it.— 
[Abarbanel] 


46:4 

and stand with helmets —Stand on 
the horses with helmets on your 
heads.— [Redak] 

polish the spears —Heb. ipnp. Cf 
'll shall he scoured (pnbi) and 
rinsed" (Lev. 6:21), (Jorhir in O F., lo 
furbish}. — [Rashi] Scour them of the 
rust and polish them.— [Redak] 

48:1 

Kiriathaim —A very strong, forti¬ 
fied city that feared no enemies. It 
was, therefore, a great embarrass¬ 
ment for it to be conquered.— 
[Aharbanel] This city was situated 
north of the Arnon River. It was 
conquered by Israel in Moses’ time 
and settled by the tribe of Reuben, 
as in Numbers 32:37. Before the 
exile of the Ten Tribes, however, the 
entire region north of the Arnon 
reverted to Moab, as we find Isaiah 
prophesying concerning cities in 
that region, such as Nebo, Medeba, 
and Heshbon. The exact location of 
Kiriathaim is not known .—[Daalh 
Mikra] 

Misgab —A place name. — [Rashi] 
Redak, loo, explains it in that man¬ 
ner. Literally, it means “a fortress." 


Since the city was strongly fortified, 
it was called by this name.— 
[Abarbanel] Daath Mikra deduces 
from the feminine verbs attached to 
it, that it is the name of a city, city 
being feminine. Were it a generic 
term denoting a fortress, the verbs 
would be masculine. He conjectures 
that it was a city known by another 
name, e.g. Kir-heres or Kir- 
hareseth, mentioned further in the 
prophecy. It was also known as 
Misgab because of its fortifications. 

48:32 

they reached —Heb. wia. Mezu- 
doth explains it as an expression of a 
blow or an affliction: They shall be 
afflicted. So in Isaiah 16:9. 


48:46 

for your sons have been taken into 
captivity —The prophet laments 
those taken into captivity more than 
those slain by the enemy.— [Abar¬ 
banel] 


48:47 

47. at the end of days —Redak 
interprets this lo mean that Moab 
will return to their land in the Mes¬ 
sianic era. The same applies to 
Ammon, whose return is predicted 
at the end of the following chapter. 
He bases this on Zephaniah 2:8—1 I, 
where the fate of Ammon and Moab 
is delineated, and the conclusion is: 
"The Lord shall be feared by them, 
for He has weakened all the gods of 
the earth, and all the islands of the 
nation shall protrate themselves to 
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Him, each one from his place.” This 
will not take place until the days of 
the Messiah, when all nations will 
recognize the one true God. The in¬ 
tention is not that they will return to 
their previous status of world 
powers, but that they will return to 
their lands to be governed by Israel. 
Although they have been dispersed 
among the nations, perhaps they are 
not far from their native lands. 

Abarbanel, however, objects to 
this theory that Moab will be 
restored in Messianic times. He cites 
Numbers 24:47: “And he shall smite 
through the corners of Moab,” deal¬ 
ing with the Messiah. He interprets 
our verse to mean that after a long 
period of time, Moab will be re¬ 
stored to its land. Mezudath David 
concurs with Abarbanel. 

Until here is the judgment of 
Moab—Since Scripture deals at 
length with the retribution in store 
for Moab, it concludes by stating 
that this is the end of their retribu¬ 
tion brought about through the 
Divine standard of justice.— [Redak] 


49:2 

and Israel shall possess—This did 
not take place at the time of the con¬ 
quest of Ammon for, at that time, 
Israel was in exile in Babylon. The 
intention is that there will yet come 
a time when Israel will possess the 
land of the children of Ammon, as 
the prophet Isaiah predicted: “And 
the children of Ammon shall obey 
them” (11:14). This will be fulfilled 
in the Messianic era. It is also pos¬ 
sible that the reference is to the 


conquest of Babylon by Persia and 
Media, for Ammon suffered under 
their rule, as the prophet Ezekiel 
prophesied: “Behold I am giving 
you to the children of the east as an 
inheritance, etc.” (25:4). Israel was 
freed from exile by Cyrus, king of 
Persia, who gave them permission to 
settle the land of Ammon, for they 
were first subordinated by Babylon, 
and then they rebelled, as Zedekiah 
had done.— [Redak] 


49:3 

cry out—For you will have no 
refuge in Rabbah although it is the 
capital, for it, loo, will fall to the 
enemy. The description of the 
women crying and girding them¬ 
selves with sackcloth is figurative. It 
may also refer to the populace.— 
[Redak] 

50:9 

who bereaves—I.e. who bereaves 
the mothers of their sons.— [Redak, 
Isaiah da Trani] This translation fol¬ 
lows the reading VgipB in the text. 
Although some editions have the 
reading 'rstpE, skillful, neither Jona¬ 
than nor any of the early commenta¬ 
tors follow that reading. Malbim, 
however, mentions it and explains 
the text to mean that the enemy’s 
arrows will appear to have intelli¬ 
gence and will hit their target as 
though they came by themselves, 
much as a skillful mighty man. He 
explains our reading to mean that 
the arrows will be like a mighty 
man, so bloodthirsty that, if he has 
no one to slay, he slays small chil¬ 
dren and bereaves their parents. 
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51:45 

even the wall of Babylon has 
fallen—Although it was strong and 
broad, as mentioned below (verse 
58): “the broad walls of Babylon,” it 
will fall by the hands of the 
attackers.— [Redak] Each one of the 
walls will fall, and the defenders will 
have no place in which to take 
shelter .—[Mezudath David] 


51:62 

62. And you say—In prayer and 
supplication, you shall say the fol¬ 
lowing.— [Abarbanel] 

concerning this place—Viz. Baby¬ 
lon .—[A barbanel ] 

to cut it off...—For these words 
which Jeremiah prophesied are in¬ 
deed Your words.— [Abarbanel] 


51:63 

63 . when you finish reading, etc— 

After you finish reading the scroll, 
tie a stone to it to weigh it down and 
cast it into the Euphrates.—[ Mezu¬ 
dath David] 


51:64 

Until here are the words of Jere¬ 
miah—In view of the fact that this is 
not the last chapter of the Book, this 
passage requires explanation. Redak 
suggests: Until here are the words of 
Jeremiah concerning Babylon. This 
parallels the conclusion of the 
prophecy concerning Moab. He sug¬ 
gests further that this is the conclu¬ 
sion of the prophetic words of 
Jeremiah, whereas the following 
chapter is a narrative of the destruc¬ 


tion of the Temple and the exile in 
the time of Zedekiah. According to 
Maimonides (Guide to the Per¬ 
plexed, vol. 2, ch. 45), who asserts 
that each prophet would cease to 
prophesy sometime before his de¬ 
mise, the intention is that the proph¬ 
ecy concerning Babylon was Jere¬ 
miah’s final prophecy. Thereafter, 
he no longer prophesied. [This was 
not necessarily the prophecy he 
entrusted with Seraiah, since that 
look place in the fourth year of 
Zedekiah, and Jeremiah prophesied 
yet in Egypt. It probably refers to 
other prophecies concerning Baby¬ 
lon which were recited at later times. 
This is difficult, however, because 
the apparent meaning of our chapter 
is that Seraiah wrote all of Jere¬ 
miah’s prophecies concerning Baby¬ 
lon in his scroll. It would follow, 
then, that all the other prophecies 
concerning Babylon were 
announced prior to this incident.] 
Abarbanel objects to Redak's first 
suggestion, since, were that to be 
true, Scripture should read: Until 
here is the prophecy concerning 
Babylon, as in previous cases. He 
prefers the second suggestion, add¬ 
ing that the men of the Great 
Assembly added this chapter, which 
appears in II Kings, to illustrate that 
Jeremiah's prophecy concerning the 
destruction was indeed realized. 

52:2 

The Chronicler continues, “Also, 
all the dignitaries of the priests and 
the people committed many 
betrayals, like all the abominations 
of the nations, and they defiled the 
house of the Lord . . (verse 14). 

Contrary to the apparent mean- 
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ing of our verse, Zedekiah himself 
was innocent of the abominations of 
Jehoiakim. He is blamed for them 
because the people committed these 
sins, and he did not protest. His 
generation was no longer under the 
influence of the harash and the 
masger —the great Torah scholars 
—who had already been exiled dur¬ 
ing the reign of Jeconiah. Conse¬ 
quently, they reverted to all the 
abominations of the nations sur¬ 
rounding them. Zedekiah, however, 
was considered a zaddik, a righteous 
man. He was called Shallum because 
he was perfect in his deeds (shalem, 
perfect) ( Horioth 11a). The Talmud 
(Sanh. 103 b) relates that God 
wished to destroy the world because 
of the sins of Jehoiakim. He looked 
at his generation, however, and 
spared it. Later, he wished to 
destroy the world because of the 
generation of Zedekiah, but when 
He looked at Zedekiah, He spared 
it. See Pseudo-Rashi II Chron. ad 
loc. 


52:25 

one eunuch—This one was actu¬ 
ally a eunuch, as Jonathan ren¬ 
ders.— [Redak] He was perhaps 
castrated by the wicked kings who 
preceded Zedekiah, or he may have 
been captured in war and returned 
in that condition. The righteous 
kings never practiced castration, 
which is forbidden by the Torah. See 
above 8:6. Alternatively, we render, 
one officer.—[Mezudath Zion] 

According to the Rabbis, this 
refers to the seventy-first member of 
the Great Sanhedrin, whose word 
would decide the verdict.— [Korban 
Ha-edah, Yerushalmi Sanhedrin 1:2] 

who would muster out the people of 
the land—By his orders, each city 
would muster out the required num¬ 
ber of soldiers.— [Mezudath David, 
Redak on Kings] 

of the people of the land—The 
esteemed men among them who 
were found in the city and had not 
fled.— [Mezudath David] 
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
